AFGHANISTAN. 
RUSSIA'S OPPORTUNITY. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—The St. — Golos 
considers the present a favorable opportunity 
for Russia to consolidate her strength in Bok- 
hara. The Golos says: We would admit Eu- 
gland’s right to occupy Cabul and Candahar, 
provided Herat was transferred to Persia and 
Russia received a strip of territory on the left 
bank of the Attrek, which would serve asa 
basis for her advance on Merv.” The Vedomosti 
(a Russian semi-official paper) suggests that the 
opportunity isa good one for Russia to deal 
Eugland a deadly blow in Central Asia. Russia 
hes completed the survey of the route for the 
proposed railway in Central Asia. 

AFFAIRS IN AFGHANISTAN. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—Every special dispatch 
received from Afghanistan reiterates com plaints 
concerning transportation difficulties. A tele- 
gram from the Viceroy shows that Shutargardan 
Pass was only compietely occupied Thursday 
evening. As the necessity of occupying this 
point was urgent, and the British troops were 
stationed only twenty-five miles distant, it is in- 
ferred that the Indian Government, through a 
desire to economize at the close of the last cam- 
paign, must have utterly disbanded and disor- 
ganized the transport service. Camels have 
become practically extinct ia Kuram Valley, 
because of the great mortality among them. 
The additional regiments which Gen. Roberts 
telegraphed for from Ali Kheyl are to strength- 
en his line of communications, as the tribes, 
though not hostile, show great excitement. 

THE ADVANCE ARMY. 

"The force which is to advance on Cabul will 
consist of 2,500 Europeans and 3,000 natives. 
The attention of the commissariat is almost ex- 
clusively devoted to suppl ving this force, Other 
columns will be beld in reserve for the present. 

SICKNES*4. 

There is a large proportion of sick among the 
European troops on the frontier, except those 
regiments which are in a particularly healthy 
situation. 

CABUL GUARDED. 

A large hostile force of the Mohmund tribe 
occupies Dakka. The approach to Cabul is cov- 
ered by a large Afghan army. 

THE AMEER’S COMPLICITY. 

Sm, Sept. 15.—It is now believed by many 
well-informed persons that the Ameer’s com- 
plicity in th¢ massacre at Cabul is unquestion- 
able. According to the latest information, or- 
ders have been given at Cabul for the stoppage 
of ali direct communication with the Britisb. 

THE VICEROY’S TELEGRAM. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—The Viceroy of India 
telegraphs as follows: It is reported that the 
mutineers have arrived ar Jelalabad. The news 
of the massacre in Cabul bas not affeeted Ouet- 
ta, which is perfectly tranquil.” 

TRADE CHECKED. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—The Zimes says: Though 
the opening of the war in Afghanistan has pro- 
duced little or no effect on the Stock Exchange, 
it has doubtless checked the reviving trade. A 
new clement of uncertainty is felt to have arisen 
regarding foreign politics, the ultimate issue of 
which it is impossible to see, and merchants, in 
these circumstances, naturally prefer to wait to 
see whether any complications are likely to en- 


sue. 
PREPARING FOR THE OFEENSIVE. 


LONDON, Sept. 15.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Candahar says an Afghan nobleman com- 
ing from the direction of Cabul reports that the 
Ameer has sent for troops from Herat and 
Balkh, and bas summoned the Ghilzais to Cabul 
from Aihead, 

A private letter from Cabul asserts that the 
Ameer’s body-guard ee in tne attack on the 
British Embassy. 

DECLARED AGAINST THE BRITISH. 

Loxpox, Sept. 15.— The Standard has the fol- 
lowing from Caudabar: The opinion prevails 
among the natives here that the Ameer has de- 
clared against the British. Reports have reached 
bere from Khelat-I-Ghilzai that the Ameer has 
summoned the Ghilzais to rise against the Brit- 
ish.“ 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
OPERATIVES’ STRIKE. 

Lonpow, Sept. 15.—The cotton operatives on 
a strike at Ashton number between 8,000 and 
1100. ‘The streets are crowded by the unem- 
ployed, but little excitement is manifested. 
Serious complications are arising at Preston. 
The operatives in the mills of Rorrockses, Mil- 
ler & Co. are exvected to submit to a 5 per cent 
reduction of wages, but the operatives in the 
Sovereign Mills bave struck. The Preston Op- 
eratives’ Association bas issued a protest, ac- 
eusing some of the masters of exceeding the 
reduction mutually agreed upon. and recom- 
mending curtaiiment in reduction. 

AID ASKED FOR. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—The Mayor of Middlebor- 
ough has written to the Home Secretary as fol- 
lows: Trade bas not revived here, and great 
distress in the district has so seriously affected 
those who previously subscribed to thé relief 
funds that our local resources are not to be de- 
pended upon. I am, therefore, obliged to ask 
for Government assistance.“ 

RIOTING IN IRELAND. 

Lonpow, Sept. 15.—A serious disturbance oc- 
eurred at Lurgan, Ireland, Saturday night, aris- 
ing out of the stabbing of a Catholic in a parti- 
san affray. All the police of the town were 
called out, and a conflict with the mob lasted 
some hours. Several arrests were made.

A thou- 
sand soles in silver were also found in their 
possession. 

PEACE RUMORS. 

Judge Pettis, United States Minister to Bo- 
livia, has returned to Arica from Chili, and ru- 
mors of peace negotiations are current in Lima. 
These involve the cessation of hostilities, the re- 
tirement of Chiliaus from disputed territory, 
and areference of the questions between Bo- 
livia and Chili to the arbitrament of neutrals. 

ARMS COMING. 

Several vessels, in addition to the Glepele ar- 
rived, are expected at Valparaiso with arms. 
They will meet at the Straits and go under con- 
voy to destination. There isa large amount of 
war material on the Isthmus for Peru and Bo- 
livia. 

A terrible storm along the coast caused a loss 
of a great deal of property and some lives. 

ESCAPED. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—A private telegram from 
Buenos Ayres announces the escape from prison 
of the notorious insurgent leader Don Lopez 
Jordan. He has reached Eatre Rios and raised 
the standard of revolt. 

The value of currency of Buenos Ayres has 
depreciated in consequence of this escape, and 
the political situation is grave. 


GERMANY, 
CATTLE PLAGUE. 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says the cattle plague baving appeared in Rus- 
sian Poiand, Germany has forbidden importa- 
tion across the frontier of live stock from Rus- 
sia or Austria. 

RETURNED. 

Fritzsche, who was expelled from Berlin un- 
der the Anti-Socialist laws, has returned to glaim 
his seat in Parliament. 

THE HOLLOW FRIENDSHIP OF THE EMPERORS— 
DISAGREEMENT OF THE CHANCELLORS.

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—The semi-official press is 
discussing with almost fulsome adulation the 
late interview between the Emperor William 
and the Czar. The unofficial press and the gen- 
eral voice of the people point, however, to the 
hollowness of an alliance between two Emper- 
ors, the base of which is dependent upon the 
trail lite of a man of 81 years of age, and the 
remote chances enjoyed by a Czar of 61 for 
escaping assasination. There is no doubt what- 
ever that the estrangement between Prince 
Gortschakoff and Prince Bismarck is constantly 
assuming more alarming proportions. The 
rumor that Gortschakoff has resigned is untrue, 
but his tenure of power is becoming more un- 
certain almost daily.

Another Catholic Priest Whose Accounts 
Are a Little Wrong.

Prrrsnund, Pa., Sept. 15.—Archbishop Pur- 
cell, as a financier, bas an imitator on a modest 
scale at Wheeling, W. Va. Father Kreusch has 
been in the habit of taking care of his parish- 
jioners’ money, aud, like other clerical bankers, 
hat become uvable to meet the demands of bis 
creditors. Two judgments have been obtained 
against him recently for considerable amounts. 
He is the owner of a fine vineyard on a hillside 
east of the city, from which he claims his income 
is $8,000 a year.

‘FIRED OUT. 


How They Solve the Temperance Problem 
in Westerville, 0O.—A Saloonkeeper's House 
Biown Down with Gunpuwder—Marvelous 
Escape of the Inmates.

Co.omsvus, O., Sept. 15.—At last the people 
of Westerville, a small village in this county, 

have succeeded in completely blowing H. C. 

Corbin, the saloon-keeperin that town, high 

and dry out of bis building. For four years ail 

kinds of ends have deen resorted to rid the 

village of a saloon. The majority of the vil- 

lagers are considered temperate, and belong to 

_ religious sect Known as the United Brethren. 

‘They fight Satan as well as all others not of 

their belief, and while two or three drug- 

store are permitted to dispose of liquor 
for medical purposes, an outsider is considered 
and treated as little above the most degraded. 

Corbin, the saloon-keeper, was driven from the 

village last winter, and had but recently re- 

turned and again established himself in busi- 
ness, renting a large building, the upper portion 

of which was used for hotel purposes, with a 

saloon in the basement. At about 2 o'clock 

this morning a tremendous explosion took place. 

The villagers were frightened, believing an 

earthquake was shaking their houses down. 

People rushed, terror-stricken, into the streets, 

and there on the main street lay huge 

masses of timoders, floors, and whole 
sections of the roof, while cries 
and groans pierced the night air, emanating 
from among the debris which bad fallen in the 
cellar below. The family of Corbin were in the 
house at the time, and, singular as it may ap- 
pear, none were killed. Two children who 
were sleeping in the front room over the botel 
office were found twenty feet below in the base- 


ment. Corbin and his wife and babe sleot be- 
low in the rear of the office and were hurled into 
the street, both being badly, and, it is thougut, 
seriously injured. Viewing the total destruc- 
tion all around, it seems a miracle that all were 
not instantly killed.

Jay Gould’s Western Trip Explained 


in Full. 


He Obtains the Control of the 
Hannibal & St. Joe. 


And Also a Majority of the Stock of the 
Denver & Rio Grande. 


The Southwestern Managers Trying to 
Arrange a Pool. 


GOULD’S COUP. 
The real object of Mr.Gould’s Western trip at 
this time has just come to licht. It was gener- 
ally believed that he came West for the purpose 
of making arrangements to extend the Kansas 
Pacific to Ogden, as it was reported that Van- 
derbilt had obtained control of the Union Pa- 
cific. But this belief was entirely erroneous, 
and Mr. Gould’s statement in his interview 


with a Tripunsz reporter Sunday, that Vander- 


bilt did not own ashare of stock in the Union 
Pacific and could not get control of it, because 
he and his friends had a majority of the shares 
safely locked up, was undoubtedly true. Every- 
thing shows that be not only means to 
hold on to the Union Pacific, but that 
bis every effort is directed to strengthen that 
Company and to crush out all competition 
with it. Mr. Gould stated that his main object 
in coming West was for pieasure and recreation. 
But this is a very broad assertion. While he no 
doubt means to make it a pleasure. trip for him- 
self and family, yet bis main object is business, 
and business of great importance too. It has 
lately been observed that whenever one of the 
great New York magnates makes a vew acqui- 
sition in the West be makes a pleasure trip“ 
over his newly acquired property. Thus Vander- 
bilts about a year and a half ago made a “ pleas- 
ure trip’? over the Michigan Central, and this 
summer over the Chicago & Northwestern. 
Mr. Gould made a pleasure trip“ over the 
Wabash and St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern 
Railroads some monthsago. Immediately after 
these trips were over it transpired that 
these pleasure-seekers had ootained con- 
trol of the properties over which they 
traveled. It is the same sort of a pleasure-trio 
that Mr. Gould is making this time. A TRIB- 
UNE reporter learned yesterday from the most 
reliable autbority that Mr. Gonld has obtained 
control of the Hannibal & S*. Joe Railroad, and 
that the principal object of his trip is to inspect 
his new acquisition. The rumors that he has 
obtained control of the Denver & Rio Grande 
Railroad are also confirmed, and this explains 
why he is extending his pleasure-trip to Colo- 
rado. Itis also stated that he has also obtained 
a larger interest in the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific, and that he will hereafver be able to con- 
trol that splendid piece of property. Mr. Gould 
called at the Rock Isiand office vesterday, and 
was cioseted wita Mr. Hugh Riddle, Presi- 
dent of that road, for some time. He 
was no doubt making arrangements for 
his “*pleasure-trip over that road.“ The Hau- 
nibal & St. Joe will be a most valuable acquisi- 
tion to Gould, as it gives the Wabash a direct 
outiet to Kansas City via Quincy and Hannibal, 
and affords two direct connections from Mis- 
souri River points. Then, through the purchase 
of acontrolling interest in the Chicago, Rock 
island & Pacitic, he secures another direct line 
from Cuicago to the Missouri quadrilateral. 
Thus he will have all the feeders he wants for 
the Union and Kansas Pacific Railroads, in the 
interest of which he has made his latest acquisi- 
tions. He will now haye the Wabash and St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern to connect di- 
rectly with both his Pacific Roads at 
Kansas City and Omaha, both from 
Chicago and Toledo via St. Louis 
and via Hannibal and Quincy. Then be has 
another direct route from Caicago both to Kan- 
sas City and Omaha, via the Chicago, Rock Isl- 
and & racific. It can, therefore, be seen that he 
has ali the feeders for both his Pacilic roads he 
waots, and he is now ready to crush out all 
competition he meets. It has long been known 
here that the Union Pacific is uoiriendly to the 
lowa pool, and that it means to have it broken 
up. This can now be readily done. It is the 
evident intention of Gould to give all the Pacific 
dusiuess to his own lines, and both tbe North- 
westeru and Burlington, controlled by V under- 
bilt and the Boston syndicate respectively, will 
be discriminated against as much as possi- 
ble. These two roads are compelled to 
give their business to the Union 
Pacific anyway, whether it discriminates against 
them or not, because Gould controls at present 
ali the outlets to the Pacific, and is therefore 
master of the situation. The only remedy 
against this Gould monopoly is the immediate 
construction of independent lines to the Pacific, 
but it will take some years to do this, and until 
then Mr. Gould will be the supreme railroad 


2 unless something unforeseen should hap- 


n in the meantime. ‘Lhe auxiety of Gould to 
have the old Southwestern pool reorganized is 
no doubt for the purpose of gaining time yatil 
he is ready to commence active operations 
against rival lines. Ihe rai/road managers who 
are now in session at the Grand Pacitic have not 
vet been made aware of Mr. Gould's schemes, 
and they will first learn of them through Tug 
TRIBUNE this morning. When 4 get Lhe 
matter well digested they will not alf so 
anxious in aiding Gould to carry out his pians 
successfully. 

Ihe purchase by Mr. Gould of the Denver & 
Rie Grande shows that be was at the bottom of 
the late difficulties between this road and the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe. It is said that 
Mr. Gould furnisned the money for that contest, 
the road itself being hopelessly bankrupt. Mr. 
Gould cannot get possession of this property, 
however, until the suits now in he Courts as to 
ine validity of the lease with the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe have deen decided. 
Should the Court decide the lease 
valid, then the purchase of the prop- 
erty will do him no good, and the Atchie 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe will again run it. But 
if the decision is against the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe, then Gould will have apochef 
feeder to his Pacific Roads, and be able to com- 
pete with the Atchison Road for the Southern 
Coiorado and New Mexico business, and it is 
more than likely that he will then extend the 
Rio Grande south to a connection with the 
Southern Pacific, thus making the Kansas Pa- 
cific a competitor of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe for the Pacific business via the south- 
ern route,

A SOUTHWESTERN POOL. 

Another meeting of the General Managers 
and Freight Agents of the roads leading to 
Missouri River points was held yesterday at the 
Pacific Hotel, for the purpose of restoring the 
Southwestera Railway Association, which was 
broken up about six Months ago. This as well 
as the meeting last Thursday was held iu accord - 
ance with urgeat orders from the Presidents of 
the various lines interested iu this business. The 
first part of the order, “to agree upon rates, 
both passenger and freight, from Chicaga and 
St. Louis, and put them io force as soon as 
possible,“ was easily carried out. All the roads 
were unanimous in the opinion that they had 
carried business at disastrous rates long enough, 
and that it was about time to restore che rates 
to paying figures. Not so, bowever, with the 
second part of the order, to make a permanent 
agreement.“ Here was an issue about which 
the roads widely differed, as uumberless obs ta 
cles had to be overcome betore such a compact 
could be entered into. lu we rst place, the 
quesuon as to what territory should be included 
in the pool was to be decided upon; and, sec- 
ondly, cue various roads bad to agree upon 
wat percentage each road shoaid nave. Some 
of ihe roads, aud especially those from St. 
Louis, are of the opinion that we new pool 
shouid be reorganized on the old basis, while 
Others, and particularly those from Chicago, 
think a number of omer roads that reach Mis- 
souri River points sbould be included in ihe new 
arrangement. ihere are also oilers, who think 
nat Lue business from certain territory west of 
the Missouri River poluts should be pooled. 
As to the division of earnings the odstacles 
are still greater, each road and vacn 
section wanting a much larger percentage than 
could possibly be awarded. [he great difficulty 
in this matter is mat only 100 per ceat can be 
divided, while it would take over 200 per cent 
if each road should get what it demands. Ihe 
fact that we Presidents of a number of roads 
who signed the order for we formation of a 
ue were present during a great part of 
ne deliberations yesterday proves that they 
themselves had but little faith wat their order 
could be readily carried out,

minority report were submitted. It is under- 
stood that the former was signed by. seven 
roads and the latter by one. It could 
not be learned which road made the 
minority, but it is believed to be the Missouri 
Pacific. This road, itis said, demands a share 
of the Chicago business by way of the Vandalia 
and Illinois Central, which ihe other roads are 
unwilling to grant. After reading the reports 
it was decided to postpone the discussion tbere- 
on until 10 o’cluck this morning. The meeting 
will probably last two days longer, and it is not 
believed that it will be possible to reorganize 
the pool at this time.

-YELLOW-FEVER. 


MEMPHIS. 
Social Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. .15.—Another unevent- 
ful day is just closmg. Our grass-growu streets 
present an aspect of inactivity and general dull- 
ness painful to contemplate. The epidemic has 
growu into almost nothing, and there is great 
anxiety in all circles for the time to come when 
our business princes can return and set the 
wheels of commerce in motion. The infliction 
of arbitrary rules, more annoying than prolific 
of good results, is making the monotony almost 
intolerable. An incident was heardof to-day 
worthy of note, A well-known business- 
man left a colored servant in charge 
of his residence, but failed to supply 
him with means of subsistence. The servant 
was stricken with the fever, and, but for the 
Obristian heart of a lady living near by, would 
have suffered greatly, apd perhaps died. The 
lady bad medical attention, nurses, and subsist- 
ence supplied, appealing neither to the How- 
ards or any other relief association. This is one 
of several circumstances which reflects no great 
compliment upon the owners of the property 
thus taken care of. 

The Citizens’ Executive Committee held their 

regular meeting to-day, at which the following 
resolution was adopted: 
' Resolved, That with a view of securing rations 
from the National Government, for issuance to the 
people now in camp. Dr. D. Porter, Chairman, 
and toe Hon. Joan Johnson, appointed a com- 
mittee to correspond with the Honoradle the secre- 
tary of War and such other persons as they may 
deem necessary. 

In order to secure said rations, bills for camp- 
expenses were ordered paid amounting to 
$1,151. 

The Health-Office books contain nineteen new 
cases for to-day, of which twelve are whites.

CASUALTIES. 


BOILER EXPLOSION. | 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 15.—At 4 o’clock this 
afternoon the twenty-five-horse power boilers in 
Christopher Power’s one-story frame slauguter- 
house, on Cedar street, this city, exploded with 
a terrific report, killing Frank Duffy, 19 years 
old, and employed as fireman; wounding Felix 
Cheatham, colored, aged 45; and damaging the 
building and machinery to the extent of $3,000. 
Two minutes prior to the explosion, Power 
looked at the gauge and observed it registered 
sixty pounds. He left the house, and Duffy, 
contrary to orders given him by his em- 
ployer, injected cold water into thé boiler. 
As soon as the water flowed into the 
boiler the explosion occurred. Duffy, 
who was standing beside the boiler, 
was hurled with terrible force against the 
driving wheel of the engine and whirled around 
rapidly, his body striking the machine with 
every revolution. A heavy piece of machinery 
feli on Cheatham, breaking two of his ribs and 
A portion of the 
boiler weighing 300 pounds was thrown 600 
yards. Parts of the roof and sides of the house 
were carried away; and the bricks around the 
boiler were cast against Power’s residence ten 
yards distant, falling on the roof and in. the 
vard like hail. When Duffy was taken from the 
machinery it was found he was a corpse, 
deato aving, it is supposed, ensued 
immedia ely. Part of the head was 
missing, brains. were scattered about, 
and the remaining portion crusbed almost to u 
jelly. Cheathain was lifted, placed on a litter, 
and conveyed home, where bis iujuries were at- 
tended to. ‘Timothy Boyle, who was sleeping 
beside the Loiler, was nut burt, although con- 
siderably jarred. Six men were in the house 
when the accident occurred. The escape of the 
rest is regarded as very remarkable. Deputy- 
Coroner Combs held an inquest over the re- 
inains of Duffy, pee gary returning a verdict of 
accidental death, is father resides in Ga- 
latin, thirty miles distant, and three sisters live 
here. lLhescene of ihe accident was v.sited this 
evening and to-night by hundreds of people.

NOTABLE REDUCTIONS HAVE BEEN MADE 

in the expenditures of these institutions, not- 
withstanding the fact that permanent and 
valuable improvements have been made in all 
the charitable institutions aud the further fact 
that the Poor-House bas been crowded during 
the winter months to its utmost capacity. The 
number of inmates at the [nsane Asylum Sept. 
1, 1878. was 397, and Sept. 1, 1879. there were 
472, and the whole number under treatment 
during the year was 654. These savings could 
not have been made if the Committees had not 
been assisted in their efforts to reduce exoenses 
by the beads of the several Departments, es- 
pecially by theexcellent management of the 
County Agent’s office in the system adopted by 
the Agent to detect impostors unworthy of re- 
lief, and drop them from the books, and to con- 
fine relief to actual 8 and deserving persons 
as near as possible. Efforts have been made by 
the Committees on Charities and Hospital 
to manage these institutions in a 
more systematic manner than has deen 
the case heretofore, aud it must be said that 
the heads ot the departments bave shown their 
willingness to assist in carrying out the plans 
for improvement adopted oy the Committees. 
Ihe best endeavors on the part of the Commit- 
tees will not lead to satisfactory results without 
the support of the heads of the departments. 
That has been made in the right direction, but 
the system cannot be called perfect by any 
means, and a good deal remains to be done to 
improve the workings of these institutions. 

The deduction in the amount recommended 
by the Committee on Finance is principally due 
to the fact that since Jan. 1, 1879, by an arrange- 
ment made with the Treasurer,

INTEREST FUND. 

The Treasurer’s report shows that the iaterest 
funds for old and new indebtedness are suffi- 
cient to nay the interest on bonds when due this 
fall and leave small balances to their credit, 
only that provision should be made for the pay- 
ment of interest va the $300,000 5 per cent 
Court-House bonds falling due on the Ist of 
January next, before any taxes will be collected. 

SINKING FUND. 

In regard to this fund, will say that a peti- 
tion has been prepared by the County-Attornery 
signed by me, and is now in the possession of 


the Supreme Court, praying the Court to order 


the Treasurer to comply with the direction of 
this Board to invest said fund in 5 per cent 
Court-House bonds. lu this connection I Would 
say, that hereafter no bonds should be issued by 
this Board without a condition that the county 
reserves the right to redeem bonds from time 
to time in their numericai order iu such amounts 
as the county may be able to take up by taxa- 
tion. This would do away with agreed cases far 
legal decisions, as also with the possibility of 
having money lay idle in the Treasury from year 
to year to the detriment of the taxpayers. 

In conclusion, I will say that the subject of 
separating the children from the Poor-House 
has caused the Committee on Charities consid- 
erable study and attention; but every proposi- 
tion has met with so many objections that up to 
this time no practical récommendations can be 
made. A subcommittee has lately been ap- 
pointed to visit private charitable institutions 
of this city with a view to transfer the children 
to such institutions, but I am vot informed as 
to the result of their investigations. ‘(he ques- 
tion is of such great imovortance that I hope a 
practical way will de found at an early day by 
which these children can be separated from the 
destructive influence of Poor-House life, and, if 
possible, made useful members of society. 

Mr. Coburn moved that Mr. Senne’s commu- 
nication be accepted and printed in the minutes.

The re- 
mainder was deposited in the Bank of Montreal, 
and Warrack took a certificate of deposit in his 
own name and then indorsed it over to 
Deuar. Shortly after Deuar went to Can- 
ada, and while absent Warrack, as he 
claims, by authority. and in virtue of a 
previous arrafigement, obtained the certificate 
of deposit from the safe. and had the amount 
it represented transferred to his own account. 
On Deuar's return, Warrack claims to have ex- 
plained what he had done, and proposed to give 
a mortgage to secure the amount on some 
Washington Heights property. This was ac- 
cepted, and since then Warrack has paid some 
interest, and also a part of the principal. But 
within the past few vears the value of real 
estate has deciined so much that Deuar found 
his security insufficient. He then consulted 
counsel, aud fipaliy brought suit against the 
Bank of Montreal to recover his certificate, 
charging that the bagk knew it was bis at the 
time they transferred it to Warrack’s account, 
and hence were liable to bim fur the amount 
which it represented. ‘The trial will be resumed 
to-day.

POINTS FOR FARMERS. 


The [Increasing Prosperity of the Country— 
Figures Which Show that the People An- 
nually Raise More, Eat More, and Save 
More. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasnineron, D. C, Sept. 10.— The study of 
statistics is rapidly growing in this country, and 
is materially aidea by the frequent publications 
of the Burcu of Statistics. The information 
emanating from that Bureau is so voluminous, 
however, and embraces so many different inter- 
ests, that it is not as valuable for any particular 
class as special publications would be. From a 
wilderness of figures I have collated many in- 
teresting facts for farmers. In the apparently 
dry columns of statistics which follow, Western 
producers may obtain a birdseye view of the 
history of the various crops for the last ten 
years, and in some cases for a much longer 

riod, An examination of these figures will 
— gratifying to every one who takes an interest 
in the development of this greatcountry. The 
American Nation vear by year produces more, 
eats more, and exports more; which means that 
the people cultivate more acres or cultivate old 
acres better, improve their coodition by a more 
liberal larder, and save more. We eat and ex- 
port more wheat and corn than we did. These 
figures also show the varying prices of the 
great Western staples for a cousiderabie term 
of years. 

WHEAT. 

A study of the statistics of the production, 
exportation, and consumption of wheat iu the 
United States since 1850 shows that there has 
heen atthe same time both an enormous m- 
crease in the production and exportation, as 
well as in the consumption per capita. In 1850, 
of the amount of wheat produced, 4.35 bushels 
were consumed per capita at bome, while only 
7-10 of a bushel per capita was the per- 
centage exported. in 1878, however, while 
the consumption per capita had increased 
to 6.09 per cent, the percentage of the 
amount exported had increased to 20.22. The 
gradual development of this same industry is 
traced in the table which foliows:

A similar study of the production of Indian 
corn furnishes a somewhat different resuit. The 
consumption of Indian corn per capita since 
1850 has increased very little. and the percent- 
age exported is much smaller tnan the perceot- 
age of increase in the exportation of the wheat- 
product. We do not eat much more Indian 
corn than we did at the beginning of the genera- 
tion. We export six times as muca, and produce 
nearly three times as much. Ihe following 
figures give a birdseye view of the history of 
this product during the years from 1850 to 1860 
and from 1867 to 1878, inclusive:

Latest advices from the far East lead to 
the belief that the Ameer has, either volun- 
tarily or through fear of his own violent 
taking-off, abandoned his friendly attitude 
toward the English, and assumed one of 
open hostility. It is rumored that he has 
seut couriers to the most warlike tribes 
in his dominion for the purpose of rousing 
the entire country against the invaders. If 
these reports are well founded, the Afghan 
question, which the Queen in her recent ad- 


dress to Parliament announced as satisfac- 


torily settled, will yet cause the British 
Government more anxiety than it has thus 
far experienced from that quarter. 


For the second time in the history of 
criminal jurisprudence in Cook County, a 
formal plea of “‘ guilty” has been entered 
by a person charged with the crime of 
murder. Tuomas Extis, who assasinated 
Davw ON in February last under cir- 
cumstances of unprovoked atrocity, yester- 
day threw himself upon the clemency 
of the Court rather than submit 
his caso to the arbitrament of a 
jury of his peers. On a former occasion, 
when the crime confessed was not wholly 
without instigation, the plea of guilty se- 
cured for the murderer leniency to the extent 
of a sentence of fourteen years’ imprison- 
ment; in the present instance the prisoner 
may consider himself fortunate if he gets 
off with a life sentence.

The Common Council last evening showed 
its thorough contempt for Mayor Harrison 
and his veto of the ordinance admitting the 
Obicago & Western Indiana Railroad by the 
almost unanimous passage of the ordinance 
overthe veto. Out of a body lacking but 
one of all the Aldermen elected, the demagsy 
who abuses the functions of the Mayoralty 
could command the support of but five, four 
of them being Socialists, while the 
ordinance obtained on its passage thirty 
votes. On a previous occasion, the removal 
of Fire-Marshal Benxer, the Council 
snubbed the Mayor with equal emphasis, and it 
would really seem that a man of ordinary 
intelligehce would, after a few such lessons, 
acquire @ correct appreciation of his own 
littieness and inconsequsnce. 

The advance of yesterday in the price of 
spring wheat on the Chicago Board of Trade 
was doubtless in great measure dus to the 
rather critical relations between England and 
Russia, brought about by the recent renewal 
of troubles in Afghanistan.

three years. Darlington, Stockton, and 
Newport have so suffered from the hard 
times that thousands of empty houses 
are to be found. The iron trade, 
which has shown some signs of improve- 
ment in England, is still weighed down in 
Scotland by unremunerative prices, and over 
fifty furnaces in various parts of that country 
have recently been blown out. More than 
10,000 cotton-operatives are now out of em- 
ployment at Ashton on account of the strike 
at that place against a further reduction. 


Gunpowder has been employed with some 
success as a reformatory agent in temper- 
ance work in Ohio. An obstinate hotel- 
keeper at Westerville could not be made to 
understand that the further sale of liquor 
on his premises must positively be discon- 
tinued, and it was not until his establish- 
ment had been blown into fragments and 
his wife and children buried in the 
ruins that it became entirely evident 
to him that he could no Jonger sell liquor in 
that hotel, —at least, not until some repairs 
had taken place. Considering the quantity 
of powder placed under the building and the 
violence of the explosion, it is remarkable 
that nobody was killed, and that the temper- 
ance lunatics have not to answer for the 
crime of murder in addition to that of arson. 


THE NEW YORE CUSTOMS CROOKS SQUIRM. 

The crooked New York importers are very 
wroth with Secretary Suerman; they 
gnash with their teeth.” All their organs are 
in full cry. The Bulletin, the Journal of 
Commerce, and the hired attorneys of the 
ring assail the Secretary and the Assistant 
Secretary with great violence. Says the 
Journal of Commerce, in a late article: Mr. 
Frenon’s name is attached to all the out- 
rageous orders leveled at the importers of 
silks and velvets, kid gloves, sugar, and 
spirits. “He seems to be Mr. 
Sueaman’s convenient instrument for perse- 
cuting the New York importers.” . . . 
Iu a word, this subordinate does much of 
the disagreeable work by which Secretary 
Suerman hopes to promote his political 
chances.” . „While the Chief has 
been tickling the Western people with his 
cut-and-dried addresses on the stump, the 
Lieutenant has been catering to their jealousy 
of Eastern importers by accusing the latter 
of revenue frauds, and subjecting them to 
the torments of new espionage and regu- 
lations ; and much more of the same sort. 
‘* Accusing ; yes; and let us add, in be- 
half of the truth of history, convicting. Last 
year the kid-glove importers were convicted 
of undervaluation, and this year the im- 
porters of silks and velvets have been convict- 
ed. The crooked importer hates ‘‘ espionage 
and regulations.” He wants to be het alone. 
He wants to escape payment of a portion 
of the legitimate claims of the Government, 
and he doesn’t want to be interfered with by 
embarrassing regulations or watched by 
Special Agents. But, unfortunately for the 
crooked importer, it is the especial duty of 
Secretary Suzerman to see that he is watched, 
to see that he is prevented from cheating the 
Government. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is bound to do this, whether it helps or 
hurts his political fortunes. The insinuation 
of the Journal of Commerce, to the effect 
that Mr. Sunna is catering to Western 
jealousy of Eastern importers,” is very 
absurd. There is no jealousy of Eastern 
importers ‘‘ out West.” But there is a de- 
termination on the part of Western im- 
porters not to submit to a discrimination in 
favor of Eastern importers in the assessment 
and collection of the customs revenue. 
Western importers propose no longer to be 
ruled out of the foreign markets by fra 
And in this purpose the Secretary, being 
honest public officer, must second them. 
This is all he has done and all he proposes 
to do. 

The special new grievance of the Journal 
of Commerce is the new regulation in regard 
to stamping imported spirits when they leave 
the hands of customs officers for consump- 
tion. The Commercial says: One of Mr. 
Frencu’s latest performances in this line (the 
Iine of new regulations and espionage) was 
the issuing of a rule requiring that the name 
of the importer should be printed on the 
stamp attached to every package of imported 
spirits. The order was wholly unnecessary, 
since the printing of the number of the ware- 
house bond on the stamp would have been a 
sufficient additional protection to the Govern- 
ment. But that would not have been of- 
fensive to the importer; it would not have 
interfered with the spirits trade; it would 
not have made any excitement or any indig- 
nant protests, and therefore would not 
have secured the object at which 
the Treasuty Department is always 
aiming,—namely: that of making political 
capital by attacking and in every way an- 
noying the importers and causing them to 
be clamorous over their grievances,” This 
is the merest trash, bosh, aud nonsenss,— 
such stuff as might be uttered by a hired 
attorney in behalf of his client with a hard 
case before an ignorant jury, but unworthy 
of any other circumstances or time. The 
impression is conveyed that the new regula- 
tion in regard to spirits is without warrant 
of law,—a mere whim of the Secretary. 
The fact is that the last Congress passed a 
law on the subject which required the Secre- 
tary to cause to be affixed to every package 
of imported spirits, before removal from 
warehouse, a stamp indicating ths dite and 
particulars” of the required inspection. 
The purpose of the law is plain: (1) 
The protection of the revenue against 
smuggling; (2) against the use of im- 
ported casks to cover domestic, goods 
subject to internal-revenus tax; and (3) to 
protect genuine duty-paid imported spirits, 
suspected as goods of domestic manufacture 
which have escaped taxation, from seizure 
by the agents of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment. Here are three excellent reasons 
for the law aed for the strict enforcement of 
the new regulation,—reasons which com- 
mend themselves to everybody except the 
crooked importer, the smuggler, and the 
apologist for the former. This latter is the 
attitude of the Journal of Commerce. It 
objects to a regulation made to protect the 
revenue against frauds. It sneers at Secre- 
tary Suzrman and Assistant-Secretary Fnxxon 
for enforcing the law. If by enforcing the 
law Mr, Sxzaman can gain political strength 
ang reputation, he is richly and justly en- 
titled to such credit and fame. No honest 
man will seek to deprive him of the proper 
meed of praise for well-doing.

They dsclind to 
submit to have their business destroyed by a 
parcel of unscrupulous rascals, who, to ac- 
complish their purpose, robbed the revenue, 
In fighting for their just rights the Western 
importers are fighting for the honest, impar- 
tial assessment and collection of the reve- 
nue, That is all there is of it; and the 
Journal of Commerce may as well under- 
stand, and its clients may as well under 
stand, that Western importers have enlisted 
for the war. All they want is fair play, and 
fair play they will have; and Tae Tammo 
will figh@ the battle out on this line if it 
takes all summer and all winter. 


THE PLEA OF A DEMAGOG. 

Mayor Harrtson’s stump-speech, published 
yesterday morning in the newspapers, veto- 
ing last night the ordinance admitting the 
Chicago & Western Indiana Railroad to the 
city, is a most remarkable production. In it 
the demagog breathes in every line. His 
anxiety lest some person may be subjected 
to injury would, be painfully intense if its 
falsity was in the least disguised. The long 
and wordy effort to hide the real motive is 
so transparent that it makes the unworthy 
purpose more visible. The Pittsburg & 
Fort Wayne Railroad occupies the centre of 
Stewart avenue from Sixty-second street to 
the crossing of the river near Twentieth 
street. For all practical uses, that Company 
owns and has exclusive use of that street. 
The Company now seeking admission does 
not ask permission to use any street; it pro- 
poses to purchase all the private land it may 
want on the west side of Stewart. avenue. 
The one road occupies the street exclusively ; 
the property fronting on both sides of the 
street is therefore damaged, and hardly sala- 
ble at any pricefor any purpose. This Com- 
pany proposes to purchase so much of this 
land as fronts on Stewart avenue, and which 
is now useless, paying therefor a liberal 
price, leaving the owners of the lots the 
west front on Hanover street. It proposes 
to take the east ends of the lots, paying there- 
for more than the whole lots would other- 
wise sell for, and leaving the owners the 
west frontage undisturbed. The owners of 
more than 60 per cent of the frontage have 
asked that this privilege be granted, and yet 
Mayor Harrison bewails the sad fate of 
thege owners, who are only too glad to part 
with land already rendered useless by the 
occupancy of Stewart avenue bythe Fort 
Wayne Road. Granting the right of way to 
this road alongside of the Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne destroys no property values, is of no 
possible additional inconvenience to any per- 
son, adds nothing to the dangers nor to the 
noise, because that avenue is already per- 
manently occup ed by a great railroad. Grant- 
ing the right of way to this new road simply 
gives the property-owners an opportunity to 
sell for cash the Stewart avenue front of their 
lots,—an opportunity every one of them is 
anxious to enjoy. The Mayor’s sympathy 
for these persons is therefore wasted, and 
they will hardly thank him for his effort to 
prevent their selling at good prices what has 
ceased to be of value to them. 

From Twentieth street to Sixteenth street, 
half a mile, the new Company proposes to 
build no track. For that distance it will use 
the track of the Alton & St. Louis Railway, 
thereby adding nothing in any way to what 
the Mayor considers an injury to public and 
private property. From Sixteenth street to 
Van Buren the ordinance gives the Company 
the right of way throngh property to be 
purchased by it between State street and the 
river. Midway in this district the Chicago 
& Rock Island and the Lake Shore Railway 
Companies now have their roadway, with 
their tracks and depots. The Chicago & 
Western Indiana has but the limited choice 
either to purchase land between the Rock 
Island track and the river, or between the 
track of that road and State street. It does 
not propose to use any street or avenue 
leng bwise, as the Rock Island Road does 
on Clark, but to purchase such land as it can 
from the owners. 

Mayor Harrison refers to the dangers at- 
tending the approach to the bridges. This 
ordinarce compels this Company, on demand 


of the city, to build viaducts and the ap- 


proaches thereto, a provision wholly wanting 
in the contract with the Rock Island Road. 
The trouble in getting to the bridges on the 
South Side is thoroughly and permanently 
obviated by this ordinance. It will compe’ 
viaducts whenever the City Government 
may so direct. The Mayor’s suggestion that 
the Chicago & Western Indiana Railroad 
Company is a bankrupt corporation, and 
therefore there is danger that the poor 
people of the city will be swindled for the 
want of responsibility on the part of the 
Company, is so wretchedly weak that it may 
be properly set down as trash. The Com. 
pany has already become the owner of much 
of the land, and has contracts for more of 
it. The Company cannot got a foot of 
land against the owner's consent, un- 
less it is paid for; nor can 
it acquire title to a foot of land by condem- 
nation proceedings unless it first pay the 
cash price awarded.to the owner. The own- 
ers of the land are protected by the Consti- 
tution, and cannot be divested of their prop- 
erty, or injured in its possession, without 
previous compensation. If the Company 
can pay for all the property it wants, and 
pay cash, the property-owners are not inter- 
ested in its financial condition any further. 
Mayor Haraison insists that this privilege 
will be worth millions, beo iuse other roads 
will pay liberally for sharing it; but no other 
road wiil pay any more than the privilege will 
be worth to it in the transaction of its busi- 
ness, 

Mr. Harrison does not propose to amend 
the ordinance; he proclaims the doctrine of 
Nibilism. He not only opposes the admis- 
sion of this road, but the admission of all! 
other roads. He insists that those roads 
now in the city shall be moved so as to have 
but three entrances, and that new-comers 
shall be compelled to pay these whatever 
prices may be demanded, or stay out of the 
city. He is opposed to railroads gener- 
ally; he strongly advocates the use 
of omnibuses and hacks as substitutes 
for railroad connections in cities. Travelers 
who have experienced the annoyance and 
nuisance of omnibus transportation long 
distances throngh large cities, from one depot 
to another, will appreciate Mr. Harruson’s 
demagogical appeal in favor of compelling 
everybody coming to Chicago to employ a 
hackman in order to reach the depot of 
another road. 

The message of the Mayor has not one 
redeeming sentiment. It u from first to last 
of the lowest demagogical character. It 1s 
worse than spread-eagleiam ; it is subversive 
of pnblic interests, caters to the most 
destructive sentiment. It seeks to array 
public prejudices against the railroads. It 
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bids high for the approval of the Commu- 
nists, who alone publicly oppose this ordi- 
nance. They oppose this ordinance, and 
oppose all railroads; “#0 does the Mayor. 
They oppose all corporations; so does the 
Mayor. They would tear up the tracks of 
all railroads; and the Mayor advises the 
same thing. It is no excuse for 
the Mayor that other railroads se- 
cretly oppose the admission of the 
Grand Trunk or any other additional 
road; if influenced by that selfish policy, his 
veto is even more criminal, It is no excuse 
that the railroad does not designate the ex- 
act real estate it will have to buy, nor the 
exact locality where it will build its depot; 
personal interests of that kind, even of the 
Mayor himself, on Harrison street, furnish 
no sufficient apology for such a blow as this 
veto at the public interestsand at the gen- 
éral/welfare of Chicago. Instead of limiting 
the admission of new railways, the city 
should adopt the most liberal policy, looking 
to the welcome and accommodation of the 
many additional railways that will seek ad- 
mittance to Chicago in the next twenty years. 
The stump-speech of the Mayor is discredit- 


represents public sentiment as generally as 
it opposes the public interests and sound 
commercial policy. 


FREE-LOVISM IN CONVENTION. 

The platform adopted at the Congress of 
the National Liberal Loague” 
properly characterized as a declaration of 
total irresponsibility. It is not strange, 
therefore, that the status of woman should 
be fixed in consonance with the general pro- 
test against the existing restraints of society. 
Accordingly one of the demands made by 
the Incersott Convention was couched in 
the following language: 

4. The reform by which woman shall be practi- 


cally emancipated, and be given the controi of her- 
self and of her destiny.“ 


Declarations against the nuptial state as 
regulated by law are naturally expressed in 
vague terms. But the meaning of the sentence 
quoted may be interpreted in the light of the 
other proceedings. Had the emancipa- 
tion” demanded for woman referred to her 
political status, there would have been no 
reason for not setting forth clearly that tho 
Convention was in favor of conferring the 
right of suffrage upon women. Such a de- 
mand has not been unusual of late years, 
and there are set phrases which convey such 
an intention distinctly. In avoiding this 
direct form of statement, it was evidently 
the purpose of the Convention to ex- 
press some other and still less popular 
notion, What the intention was may be 
inferred frgm the action taken in regard to 
the Bennett conviction. It is not neces- 
sary to pass any judgment upon the justice 
or injustice of that oonviction in order to 
arrive at the meaning of the above para- 
graph. It is sufficient to say that Benyerr 
was convicted under the law prohibiting the 
circulation of obscene literature through the 
mails because he had sold a book entitled 
“ Cupid’s Jokes,” which, as its title partly 
indicates, is a protest against marriage as 
regulated by law, and which treats such mar- 
riage as legalized prostitution.” It is un- 
douhtedly in the same spirit that a reform 
is demanded whereby ‘‘ woman shall be 
practically emancipated and be given the 
control of herself and her destiny.” 

‘*Emancipation” is defined by Wensrer 
to beg‘ the act of setting free from slavery, 
subjection, dependence, or controlling influ- 
ence,” The word in this instance must refer 
to a married woman, for a femme sole, 
whether a woman who has never been mar- 
ried or one who has been left a widow, has 
no need for emancipation from the subjec- 
tion of married life; she is as much a free 
agent as an uamarried man under the or- 
dinary restraints of decent society. The 
Free-Thinkers, then, have demanded that 
married women be set free from the duties 
and responsibilities of domestic life. In a 
broad sense, this means that women may 
marry and unmarry according to the caprice 
of the moment; that they may follow what 
has been called their “affinity,” wherever 
that may lead them; that they may select 
the fathers of their own children,” as 
the WoopHvuLL or some other apostle of 
Free-Love has put it. There does not 
seem to be any other interpretation that 
can be reasonably placed upon the pro- 
posed “emancipation” of women. The 
‘‘reformers do not stop to consider where 
such emancipation would lead; probably 
they do not know, and many of them do not 
care. That it would involve moral ruin and 
social chaos is certain, whatever form the 
emancipation might take. That it is utterly 
incongruous with the advanced and advanc- 
ing civilization of the age, is the hope that it 
will never be practically carried out, as 
the Free-Thinkers demand, beyond individ- 
ual instances in which women choose to defy 
public opinion, or occasional sects that 
separate themselves from society and volun- 
tarily become objects of scorn or pity.

Why are those officials not dis- 
tressed at the question, What shall be done 
with it?” They don’t lose any sleep on ac- 
count of the vast accumalation of sluggish 
gold, but are fearfully exercised and kept 
awake over the far smaller pile of silver, 
Will those enterprising, interviewing, cor- 
respondents endeavor to penetrate the body 
of this Treasury mystery ?

ATHEISM AS A STATE RELIGION. 

The sum and substance of IxOERASOLL's so- 
called Liberal Convention,” held in Cincin- 
nati last week, was an attempt on the part of 
that gentieman, in association with his curi- 
ously heterogeneous collection of Atheists, 
Spiritualists, Free-Lovers, Communists, mi- 
sogynists, demagogs, and monomaniacs, to 
establish Atheism as a State religion. If the 
platform of odds and ends, glittering gener- 
alities, and specious absurdities were ever 
put into practical operation, it would be 
tantamount to this dangerous policy, and 
would reduce society to a condition in com- 
parison with which pandemonium would be 
orderly. There has heretofore been but one 
attempt of this kind made in the history of 
the world, and that was in the disastrous 
period of the Freach revolution. The French 
people, some ninety years ago, rebelled 
against the combined oppression of king- 
craft, priestcraft, land-moncpolists, and tax- 
tyrants, and shook them off. The atheistical 
leaders of the Danron and Rosesprerre 
school seized upon the existing confusion as a 
fitting time to parade the Goddess of Rea- 
son through the streets of Paris and make 
Atheism the religion of France,—or, 
more explicitly, to set up a State 
Church, which should banish all religion from 
its portals, and proclaim universal license. 
The attempt was short-lived, for the French 
people rosé in their wrath and stamped it 
out in blood. It was feebly revived after the 
close of the Franco-German war by the Com- 
munists of Paris, ouly to end in the destruc- 
tion of a multitude of them and the exile of 
thousands. The aggression and impudence 
of this disreputable following of Col. Inarr- 
soLL, who must have had many qualms as he 
looked upon the crazy rabble which had 
come together at his summons, are all the 
more remarkable when it is considered that 
no religious sect iu this Republic, Protestant, 
Catholic, Jewish, Spiritualist, or Mormon, 
has ever undertaken to establish itself as a 
State Church, or to arbitrarily enforce its 
peculiar dogmas to the exclusion of all oth- 
ers. There have been side issues, such as 
the attempt to divert school-funds to 
sectarian purposes, but even these 
have met with no success. There has 
been an effort upon the part of some 
ultra religionists to obtain a more direct rec- 
ognition of Gop in the Constitution, but the 
absolute religious freedom and liberality of 
the American people have ever prevented even 
this harmless concession. It has remained for 
the Communists, Free-Lovers, and Atheists to 
demand that all religion shall be blotted out, 
that all laws tending to promote religious 
morality shall be revoked, and that the Bible, 
the highest known standard of morals, shall 
be condemned as a book unfit to be read”!

That is, a farmer shall own only the 
acres of his farm which he actual- 
ly plows and cultivates! Under this 
reform, a man purchasing a lot 
of land and unable to build upon it immedi- 
ately would have no title to it, and any Com- 
munist could squat upon it. Perhaps the 
most absurd feature of this patchwork of 
absurdities is its effort to propagate Atheism 
among women, who are religious by tempera- 
ment and nature. It would be a waste of 
tims to seriously consider such a platform. 
It might be summed up in the word dam- 
phoolism,” if it were not that the demagog, 
the knave, aud the mischief-maker appear 80 
clearly in its construction. We know of no 
reason to doubt Col. IxoxnsotL's sincerity of 
purpose or morality of life. All the more

Of the Supervisors (Aldermen), two are 
Workingmen and ten are Republicans. Of 
the San Francisco Assemblymen elected, 
thirteen’ are Workingmen (of whom four 
were indorsed by the Democrats and by the 
Bilks) and seven are Republicans.

familiar acquaintance with audiences. This of 
itself would create no surprise, because it is 
what we had a richt to expect from so intelli- 
gent and excellent acrew, but it none the less 
makes their per ormauces Much more enjoyable 
than when they left us. Three or four months 
of rehearsal before different faces almost nightly 
have. now placed them in a position where 
they need fear no competition in the production 
of this special work, and as, for some inscruta- 
ble reason, it still continues its hold upon the 
popular fancy, and audicnces have not yet tired 
of its iterated and reiterated tunes and jokes, 
the troupe will causequently do a good busi- 
ness this Week and meet a cordial welcome from 
the multitude who have seen it befure, ana 
trom those curiosities from afar who have yet 
to make the acquaintance of Capt. Vorcoran and 
his ga lant crew, and Sir /osepA and bis some- 
what tiresome retinue of female relatives who 
parrot his sayings. 

The audience was a very large and elegant 
one, and it greeted cach of the soloists as they 
made their entrances with a welcome that was 
not only cordial, but efitbusiastic. Imorove- 
ments were noticeable in all directions,—in the 
make-up of characters, in the comprehension 
and delivery of the text, and in the promptness 
and smoothness which marked the movement 
of the work, as well as in the more perfect eu- 
semble. Mr. Bowen shows his improvement 
particularly in the delivery of his lines, woich 
he now makes distinctiy audible and more 
characteristic by an English flavor, as wel! 
as in his presentation of the humorous dignity 
of bis part. Mr. MceWade, fine as his persona- 
tion was originally, has still further strength- 
eved it, until it bas become the finest part in 
the performauce, and one which deserves to 
rank as an original creation. Mr. Kuorr sings 
his part with his usual skill and good taste, and 
is mors at home on the stage. Mr. Ravmond’s 
grotesque personation of Dick Deadeye, while it 
is as much marred by exaggeration as ever, 
nevertheless kceps the audience in good humor. 
Mr. Noble does the Boatswain very neatly, aud Mr. 
Liverman as the Boalswain’s Male carried off 
the triumoh of the evening bv his lusty and 
vigorous singing of the “ Englishman’s Song,“ 
which received a rousing encore. Mrs. Falk 
shows some signs of fatigue, but sustained ber 
part very prettily, and Miss Somers’ Hebe was 
characterized by unusual! pertness and piquancy. 
Miss Bartlett bas greatly improved ber Hulter- 
cup by a more appropriate costume, and sang 
and acted it delightfully. At the close of the 
‘*Proverbd Duet.“ which, by the way, was alto- 
gether the finest numberof the evening, she 
received a very elegant floral horseshoe. ‘The 
audience greeted the performance with hearty 
applause, but, with the exception of Mr. Liver- 
man’s solo and Miss Soffers’ interpolated song, 
gave its encores to the concerted numbers, such 
as the duo “ Refrain, Audacious Tar.“ the 
chorus closing the first act, the Tar's Song,” 
behind the scenes (male quartet), the Proverb 
Duet, the trio Never mird the why and 
wherefore,”’ and the duet Sing hey, the merry 
maiden.“ The opera will be repeated this even- 
ing and all the week. 


THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC, 

During the summer this popular West Side 
house has been closed, and last night its season 
was opened. Before the doors were unlocked 
the sidewalk was blocked with people eagerly 
seeking admission; by 8 o’clock it was impossi- 

ble to purchase a seat; indeed, at that hour 
patrons counted themselves lucky if thev could 
secure standing-room. «Every inch of space 
was occupied on the main floors and in the 
galleries; even the stairways were rendered 
impassable by people willing to suffer 
every inconvenience for the sake of a 
sight of the magnificent interior. 
In Sunday’s Trruns we referred to 
the manner in which the management had 
lavishly decorated the interior, and we may only 
repeat what was then said, that in wealth of 
decoration and comfort this theatre eclipses any 
known to us. The audience were very appre- 
ciative, but we fancy the appreciation was 
evoked more on account of what the mavage- 
ment had done for their comfort than for what 
he had supplied as en entertainment. lo the 
variety olio the majority of the people were a 
very ordinary lot, with the stereotyped acts, 
songs, and break-downs. There was not a fe- 
male singer of any merit in the grono. Miss 
Grace Garland has a disagreeable voice, sings 
ancient songs, but dances creditavly; while 
Mabe! Peari is a very commonplace serio-comic, 
ungraceful in ber movements, and wih mighty 
littte melody in ber voice. Mullen and Magee 
have a bout with the gloves, and in proportion 
to the manner in which they batter one another's 
faces so the gallery shrieks. Wesley and Casey 
pertorm upon the guitar, and extract a sort of 
music from a variety of things in a variety of 
ways, and Mulligan and Morris, The Sothern 
Team,“ pretty thoroughly test the strength ol 
the stage and each other’s heads. In their first 
act, however, they show decided ability in their 
delineation of a pair of venerable negroes. 
Perhaps the most meritorious performers in the 
bill were Miss Kitty O'Neill, a clever jig dancer, 
and Harry and John Kernall, representatives 
of the North of Ireland species. Following 
this olio a drama of a sanguinary hue, entitled 
‘* Grissly Adams,“ was enacted, in which Mr. 
E. T. Goodrich played the star part. 

M’VICKER’S, 

Denman Thompson as Joshua Whitcomd last 
night began the third week of one of the most 
prosperous engagements he has ever played. 
As usual, the house was crowded, and the peo- 
ple laughed as heartily over his quiet and quaint 
bumor and comical situations, and were as 
deevly touched by the sentimental bits. The 
personation is a great one in the way of cher- 
acter acting.—great in the true sense of the 
word,—for Thompson conceals the art by which 
he breathes life and vigor into the role, and 
gives the Swanzey farmer an. individuality dis- 
tinct and recognizable.

Silver Certificates Becoming Popular—The 
Pension Fund—Heavy Grain 8 ipment. 
Special Pispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Sept. 15.—A very con- 
siderable number of silver certificates are com- 
ing into circulation here. In paying out the 10 
per cept of silver dollars the creditors of tne 
Government, especially the banks, immediately 
demand that the silver dollars be exchanged for 
silver certificates. These certificates are paid 
vut over the bank counters the same as green- 
backs. A silver certificate is about the size of a 
greenback, and, of course, is just as convenient, 
and, where it is known, passes as readily. 
Tbrough this medium the silver dollar is ob- 
taining considerable circulation. 

Since the passage of the Arrears-of-Pensions 
act, the payments under it have reached $16,- 
000,000. Of the $9,000,000 remaining of the ap- 
propriation, $3,000,000 were to-day asked for by 
the Commissioner of Pensions. It is now ex- 
pected that the payments will exhaust the ap- 
propriations by the Ist of November. 

A report from New York in regard to the 
shipment of grain by the reguiar steamers of 
Saturday shows that nine of them took out 
850,000 bushels of grain, 19,000 sacks ana 4,600 
barrels of flour.

When they attempt to do this, the Conserva- 
tives will say, Thisis not in accord with right, 
justice, or freedom, and it is violative of the 
sulemn pledges made and reiterated by all of 
our Conventions: and, this bemg undeniably 
true, they will bave to force the Bourbons to 
leave the Democratic-Conservative party.

COMING BACK. 


Millions of Gold Returning to the United 
States from Europe, 
Special to Cincinnatt Commercial. 

New York, Sept. 13.— There has been an un- 
precedently heavy importation of gold from 
Europe this week. de money market was 
comparatively easy, with 5 and 6 per cent as 
the ruling rates for call loans, and exceptional 
transactions at 7 and 4 per cent.—the latter rate 
prevailing at the close. 

In connection with the bank statement, the 
movements of the Treasury and Assay Office 
this week were very important. From Sept. 8 to 
Sept. 13 the amount of gold from Europe ag- 
gregated $8,800,000, of which 6,600,000 were de- 
posited in the Assay Office. The balance was in 
double eagles, and went into the Treasury. 

During the same time the Assay Office issued 
checks to the extent of $4,558,000. To-day the 
Assay Office also paid out some large amounts.

Ellis Pleads Guilty to the Murder 
of MeNeil. 


The Evidence Shows that the 


Crime Was an Unpro- 
voked One. 


Grist from the Justice Mills---Arrests of 
the Wicked---Odds and Ends. 


ELLIS-O’ NEIL. 
THE DEFENDANT PLEADS GUILTY. 

An unusual thing occurred in the Criminal 
Court yesterday moruing.—a man, with 
full knowledge of what it involved, 
pleading guilty to murder. It was 
Thomas Ellis, who shot down David O'Neil, 
last February, in the yard of the Northwestern 
Railway Company, without the thinnest kind of 
an excuse. The evidence as to the cold-blood- 
edness of the killing was so conclusive that his 
only chance to escape hanging was to throw 
himself on the mercy of the Court, and by 
pleaging guilty save the expense of atrial. Anda 
this he did under the advice of his counsel, Mr. 
Ebbets, of Milwaukee. 

Ellis came into court with the indifferent air 
which bas characterized him from the time of 
his arrest, sat down beside bis attorney and 
father and brother, and fingered his chin, ap 
pearing more like a spectator than a prisoner 
with his life at stake. He was dressed in black, 

pd wore slippers. 

“State’s-Attorney Mills said the accused had 
heretofore pleaded not guilty; but, by the ad- 
vice of his counsel, desired to withdraw that 
piea and

Ellis was then told to stand up, and, when he 
faced the Clerk, the Court asked him if the in- 
diet ment had been previously read to him.

and the Court said he would hear them in order 
to see what extenuating circumstances there 
were. 

Lieut. Schaack was the first one put on the 
stand. He testified that O'Neill was shot Feb. 
20, 1879. He was notified of the shooting, which 
was said to have been done by aman named 
Thomas Ellis, and picked bim up on description 
at the corner of Chicago ayenue and Larrabee 
street. He denied auy knowledge of it. The 
prisoner was taken to O’Neil’s bedside, and 
identified. Ellis was cool and unconcerned, and 
said nothing. At the inquest witness told him 
that it was plain he did we sbooting, and Ellis 
said, ** It seems 60, because they all .say so.” 
No revolver was found on bim. 

John H. Sanborn, foreman of the Northwest- 
ern Railroad, testified that he knew O’ Neil and 
Ellis, the latter fur eight or nine years. In the 
September previous to the shooting, Ellis, who 
was then at work for the Company, made a 
great many complaints, saying ONeill abused 
him, and he couldn’t and wouldn’t standit. He 
quit a day or two afterwards. Witness beard 
Ellis say on another occasion, when be was very 
much excited, and cried, that he would kill or 
murder O'Neil. He said that twice. 

On the cross, witness stated that Ellis was 
ordinarily calm and cool, though sometimes he 
was considerably worked up,“ and acted 
strangely. He was “kind of bab isb“ and 
notional, and cried when spoken to about com- 
ing out late with his engine. . 

Edward McGoa, a flagman, testified that he 
knew both the parties, and saw them in the 
yard on the night of Feb. 20. He heard a shot, 
and, looking around, saw. Eliis fire a second 
time. He did not see O’ Neil then, a car coming 
between them. He heard O’Neil cry out that 
he was shot,—that Tommy Ellis did it. Ellis 
ran off towards the river. Witness took O'Neil 
into his shanty and did what he could for 
him. 

At the afternoon session the dying state- 
ment of O' Neil, made Feb. 21, was introduced 
in evidence. In it be said that Ellis, without 
saving a word, shot him, he knowing of no cause 
therefor, except, perhaps, that Ellis thought he 
was worked too late. 

State’s-Attorney Mills here stated that he had 
but one more witness,—Baker,—who grabbed 
Ellis when he shot, but he would not be in the city 
until this morning. He then closed his case for 
the time being. 

THE DEFENSE 
began with George Williams, of No. 381 Divis- 
ion street, who used to * fire’ for Ellis, and saw 
him have a revolver. That was between 1873 
and 1875. 

A. G. Rowell, an engineer on the Northwest- 
ern, testified that he had heard it said that Ellis 
was very excitable, and would cry. He was 
peacetul and retired, and witness had never 
beard a word against him. 

Edwin Ellis, not a relative of the defendant, 
testified as to his character, but on the cross 
said he was always calm and collecte‘4. 

Michael Sullivan testified that Ellis, when 
arguing politics or religion, was very excitable, 
—would bolloa and scream, and become quite 
violeut. His character for peacefulness was 
good. 

James Leary testified that be saw Ellis shoot 
a revolver into a tank and at some coal. On 
the cross, he added that he saw Ellis put his 
hand behind bim“; that was at the time of 
the riots; he said to witness if he hurried him 
up any more he would end him (Leary). Wit- 
ness had to be good friends with him because 
he was afraid of his life. 

There were no more witnesses present for 
the defense, so the Court adjourned with the 
understanding that the case was to occupy but 
an bour this morning, as that of Friedberg is to 
come up. 

This plea of Ellis is the second of the kind 
ever entered in Cook County,—the first being 
by Simoni, the Italian, who received fourteen 
years in Joliet, but then the circumstence of 
fear from the pursuing crowd operated as miti- 
gation in his case. Ellis nas nothing to offer 
but character and nervousness. Iheretfore, 
many suppose he will get at least a life sentence.

Their victims, like the man 
in the gory drama, will continue to be disagree- 
able, and will not die. Yesterday forenoon at 
about 11:30 o’clock John Weiler, 25 years ot age, 
mafried, and living at No. 7 Auburn street, and 
Henry McBride, same age, and married, living 
at No. 1549 Halsted street, met and were drink- 
ing together in Robert Haas’ saloon at No. 1506

Withiu a few days after the 
assault they arrested, after a severe resistance, 
a man named James Stewart, whom they found 
with blood upon bis clothing in the 
West Side Star saioou. McAvoy was communi- 
cated with at the hospital, but he said that James 
Derry, and not James Stewart, was the mau who 
assaulted him. Stewart was then sent to the 
House of Correction upon a fine of $60. Since 
then it transpired that Stewart and Derry were 
identical, as neither McAvoy nor the police 
knew him by both names. Yesterday a 
warrant, charging bim with an assault 
with intent to murder, was sworn 
out before Justice Walsh, and upon it Stewart 
will be held.

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


THE MINNEAPOLIS BANK DEFAL- 
CATION. 
St. Paul Pioneer- Presa, Sent. 13. 

It was whispered on the streets among a few 
individuals yesterday that there was trouble at 
one uf the banks, but there were not a dozen 
men in the city who knew which bank, or what 
the nature of the difficulty, and the startling 
anroypcement made in the Pioneer-Press this 
morning will give the public its first informa- 
tion of the downfall and utter ruin of William 
W. Keen, for some time past Assistant Cashier 
of the Northwestern National Bank. 

As is well known Mr, S. E. Neiler, Cashier of 
the above bank, is iu ill healtb, and for the pur- 
pose of rest and recuperation bas been for six 
weeks past and still is in Europe. The manage- 
ment ef the bank during his absence, upon this 
and previous occasions, has been in the hands 
of Mr. Keen, Assistant Cashier, in whom both Mr. 
Neiler and the Directors reposed the fullest con- 
fidence. How that confidence has been betrayed 
was for the first time brought to tueir notice 
yesterday morning. On Thursday evening Mr. 
Joseph Lockey, one of the Government Bank 
Examiners, arrived in town. These officials 
never berald their coming, but purposely drop 
in upon the banks of the country unawares; 80 
it was done in this instance. When vestefday 
morping Mr. Lockey walked into the Northwest- 
ern National to examine into its condition, As- 
sistant-Cashier Keen, who was on duty, knew 
that his hour had come, but be afforded Mr. 
Lockey every facility to proceed with his duties. 
As soon as that genticman counted the cash on 
hand, he discovered that there was a beavy 
shortage, and called Mr. Keen’s attention to it. 
Mr. Keen at once confessed that he was a de- 
faulter to a large amount.

RUSSIAN NIHILISM. 


A Member of the Organization De- 
tines Its Objects, 


And Explains the Necessity of an 
Occasional Assasination. 


Outraces Inflicted on Citizens by an 
Irresponsible Despotism. 


A Constitutional Government What the 
Nihilisie Are Seeking. 

They Expected It from the Grand Duke, or 
or a War with England. 


_ Yesterday afternoon while a reporter of Tus 
TRIBUNE was examining some section maps in 
the Laud-Oſhee ot tne St. Paul & Sioux City 
Railroad, with the iatention of opening up a 
100,000-acre wheat farm this winter, bis atten- 
tion was diverted from the elaborately-eu- 
graved plate to a young man of medium bight, 
dark complexion, rather aquiline nose, small 
mustache, and earmuff' whiskers. He was 
apoarently between 25 and 28 years of ave. 
His clothes were of the English cut, and, had it 
not been for his accent, he would readily pass 
for an Engtish obank-clerk or com- 
mercial traveler. He spoke English with 
more readiness and purity than foreigaers 
generally do, though here and there he made 
use of a French accent. Like all educated Rus- 
slaus, he is a capital linguist, speaking French 
and German with great fluency. Several times 
during the interview, which follows, be made 
use of the French language to express the finer 
‘shades of meaning which his limited knowledge 
of the English tongue did not allow. 

In the course Of his conversation, with Mr. 
Hall, the Local Agent of the St. Paul & Sioux 
Citv Railroad Company, he dropped some re- 
marks in which allusions were made to Russia 
and the Nihilists. True to his instincts, it oc- 
curred to the reporter that his opportunity bad 
at last arrived,—an interview with 
a A REAL LIVE RUSSIAN NIHILIST. 

He secured ao introduction, Mr. A. W. 8tiffel, 
of Odessa, Russia, — Tür Tripons.” After 
a general conversation, during which Mr. Stiffel 
stated that on account of political persecution 
he had been obliged to sell his patrimony and 
flee the Empire, the reporter said: 

„Odessa is the Chicago of Russia, —its great- 
est grain market.” 

„es. It is the sbipping-port of the Russian 
wheat-field. Southern Russia produces an im- 
mense quantity of grain, thoughin the interior 
sheep-raising seems to be the great business of 
the land-owners.”’ 

„Then it would be fair toinfer that where 
sheep-growing is conducted ona large scale 
there must be large property-owners! ”’ 

“Yes: that is true. I had a large farm, some 
36,000 acres, afew miles from Odessa. Some 
lahd-owners in the Crimea have farms of over 
100,000 acres.”’ 

Are the farmers in that section rich!“ 

“They were a few vears ago. About 1869 or 
1870 a large number of 

*LAND-BANKS’ 

were established for loaning money at low rates 
of interest. Many of the large farmers mort- 
gaged their property to these bauks, and with 
the proceeds made the grand tour of Europe. 
They spent money like water in Paris, Berlin, 
and Vienna. They even disputed the palm for 
prodigality with the American silver miners, 
whose wealth is estimated at millions.” 

„Many of the loans were never paid!“ 

Yes, and the land-bauks“ now have the prop- 
erty. Farms which were some years aco worth 
from $40 to $50 per acre are now not worth over 
one-half chat.“ 

„% How many classes are there in the south of 
Russia!“ 

„Ouly two, the land-owners and peasants, the 
latter being the ex-serfs. In the north of Rus- 
sia, into which there has been a large German 
immigration, there isa middle class, correspond- 
ing somewhat to the French bourgoisie. We 
don't like the Germans. They have or seem to 
have too much influence in the conduct of the 
Government.”

‘The Govern- 
ment has lately acquired Saghaiieon, an island 
on the Eastern Siberian coast, and to this island 
many of he Nihilists are deported. Il remem- 
ber chat one ship-load, contain ug over 600 con- 
victed Nihilists, sailed from Odessa for Sagha- 
lien, and was eighty-two days on the passage. 
The vessel would not touch at au; port for tear 
that some of the wretches might get awav. 
The horrors to which the African slaves 
were exposed during the passage from Africa 
to Cuba in the days of the slave-trader were 
equaled by those experienced by the Russians 
pent up between the decks on the journey to 
the eastern coast of Asia. When the vessel ar- 
rived at its destina ion there were only 248 alive. 
Some 400 nad perished.”’ 

„Ho about me norrors of the overland trip!“ 

„At Ka.nerineburg I once saw 130 Nihilist 
prisovers @n route to the mines. they were 
chained toge nher and compelied to march day 
alter day across ‘he bleak steppes iu the monta 
ot January. the poor wretcbes were clad in 
ordinary summer ciothes. Fortunately for 
those woo do, fuily half the prisoners usually 
die on the march,”’ 
* Have vou met any Nihilists in this coun- 
try! 
Two in Cleveland and four or five in New 
York.”

ANY LARGE RUSSIAN IMMIGRATION 
COUNTRY?’ 


„There will be a great many Mennonites. 
They are religiously opposed to army service of 
any kind. They are weaithy as a class, and hey 
will come. The Russian—for the Mennonites are 
largely Germau—would ra her stay lu his na- 
tive land. the conscripuion laws, however, 
have become so onerous chat all who can get 
away will do so.“ 

Do you ever propose returning to Russia?” 

“Oh, some time after I have become an 
American citizeo. If the Emperor will grant 
the constituiional reforms which che Nihilists 
ask, there will be no emigra ion, and no longer 
any Nihilism. We have hopes that some day 
the Grand Duke will ascend to the throne. In 
that case we will get the reforms we ask for. 1 
may add that che Nibilists have noth ng against 
tne Emperor personally. He is under che in- 
flueace of the German element,—imen like 
lodleven,—aud it is against these we direct our 
efforts.”’ 

“Woat do you think of the Afghanistan 
troubles?” 

»My impression is they will culminate in a 
war between England and Russia, waich will be 
decided in favor of Russia, and hen immediate- 
ly after will come the glorious day of Ninilism.”’

LOCAL POLITICS. 


THE PETITION BUSINESS. 

Judge Moore, of the Superior Court, is under- 
stood to be a candidate for re-election, and to be 
desirous, therefore, of securing a nomination 
from the Democrats, ur, if possible, to get up a 
feeling that there should be ng partisan nomi- 
nations, and that he shouid be allowed to con- 
tinue fp his office on the ground of his having 
done fairly well during his term. That there 
will be no partisan, nominations, however, in 
view of the conduct of the Democrats this sum- 
mer, is unlikelv. 

Certain persons claiming to be friends of 
Judge Moore (one of them is a Greenback law- 
yer and anotheralayman) are going around 
town with petitions asking Judge Moore to run 
again, and are inviting all lawyers and business- 
men to sign these papers. Some of them have 
done so. The practice is one which apparentiy 
bas evils connected with it grave enough to 
make it advisable to stopit. From a political 
point of view, its inadvisability was illustrated at 
the last Judicial election, when, after the Dem- 
ocrats had forced a partisan nomination, quite a 
number of Repnbdlican lawyers found them- 
selves m a very uupleasaut pickle, 
having indorsed Judge Dickey and 
having urged him to run. Having 
thus committed themselves, they thought the 
were bound to s:ipport him, even after an excel- 
lent Repudlican had been oominaated, or, even if 
they did not support him, felt that they could 
not give Mr. Dent that warm support which 
they would otherwise have giveu. So Repub- 
lican lawyers now sbould be very shy as to bow 
they sign these petitions for Judge Moore, lest, 
in a month from now, a Repupiican nominee 
equal or superior in legal ability may be put 
up by a Republican Conveation, whom thev will 
feel unwiiling to support as they should because 
they think themselves io honor bound to the 
man whose papers they have signed. 

Then, too, politics apart, this signing of pe- 
titions iu behalf of a Judge is a practice which 
he himself should be the first to check. Where 
his friends are circulating petitions they are 
very apt to report to him the progress they are 
making. and where a lawyer bas, for his own 
good reasons, declined to sign the petition, the 
friends are very apt to state it to the Judge, 
and the latter, being a man, is exceedingly apt 
to get an uuconscious bias against the lawyer 
who has refused to indorse him. The lawyer 
himself, when argu.og a case before the Judge, 
knowwg that the latter is aware of be fact that 
his signature was refused, is apt to feel under 
constraint, or to have the impression that the 
Judge is down upon him, and the latter some- 
times does, without being aware of it, perbaps, 
bear a little too hardly on the man who would 
not indorse bim, 

Moreover, à Jadge must feel, for these rea- 
sous, that it is hardly fair to present one of 
these petitions to a lawyer, for he has no free- 
will about it. Even though he does not want 
to sign ict, vet balf the time he is driven to it 
from this uneasy feeling that be may otherwise 
prejudice he Judges against him. It is very 
much akin to those cases where a subscrip.ion- 
paper is passed around in a Government office 
to raise a little fund to held in the political 
chances of some superior officer. It is perfectly 
free for any emoloye tc refuse to sign it, 
and yet every one has a ieeling that if 
he don’t the fact will be reported, and 
that his prospecte of advancement or of reten- 
tion are not quite as good as they would ocher- 
wise have been. 

Sv probably the dest thing that Judge Moore 
can do would be to suggest to uese ill-advised 
frieods to call in ne petitions which bave thus 
far been circulated, aud to change heir method 
of proceeding. Let it be kuown that such peti- 
tions can be fouod at certain places, and can 
there be signed, and let those wao wish go and 
sign them. In chat case nobody would be under 
constraint, and those deere wuich were ob- 
tained would be voluntary nd would nave some 
weizht, wuich those extorted from the people 
under che present system never have. 


THE SECOND WARD. 

The headquarters of the Second Ward Repub- 
licaa Club, at No. 573 State street, were crowded 
last night. Mr. E. R. Bliss presided, and the 
first Dusinéss on hind was the reception of a 
yesolution regarding the management of primary 
elections. This was introduced oy Mr. William 
‘laylor, and read as follows: 

Wuerezas, A sub-committee appointed by the 
City and County Central Committees has agreed to 
recommend to said Central Committecs a plan for 
con lucting primaries; and 

W aeReas. Said pian contemplates that poliing- 
places be opened in every precinct; that the 
judges be resident iu the precinct in which they 
act; that the number of de!egates be appor- 
tioned to the several precincts; that the 
judges be appointed oy the Central 
Committees from names suggested by the Ward 
Ciuos; and that a Convention be called, to be com- 
posed of three delegates from eacn ward and Coun- 
ty Commissioner's District, to congider tae present 
system aud devise a remedy for existing evils: 

Reso ved, That the Second Ward Repwolican 
Club nereby requests the members of the City and 
County Central Committees to vote for said suo- 
committee's report, except that part which relates 
to holding primaries in the several precincts in 
each ward, and except that part relating to the ap- 
portionment of delegates to each precinct, and that 
said members of the Central Committees be fur- 
thermore requested to advocate a system of regis- 
tration as a pre-requisite to the right to vote at a 
primary. 

After a little desultory conversation, the reso- 
lution was laid over for one week. 

Col. R. W. Ricaby was then called on tora 
speech, and favored he boys with a talk of the 
most stalwart pattern. He said that he Yazoo 
business was work ug for the cause of Repub- 
licauism better than anything else could do, und 
that if the Democrats were ouly given rope 
enough they would ‘hang themselves. He 
warned the Republicans against too much ex- 
clusiveness, and against br.oging in questions 
of race, religion, and pecuniary standing. ‘The 
Republican party was born amongst the people 
und represented the people. he speaker’s 
declaration that the United States was a Nation, 
and not an accidental agglomeration, and that 
it was the auty of the United States 
to protect its citizens in Mississippi, as well as 
in he District of Columbia, was greeted with 
continued ap>lause. 

Representative B. M. Wilson, of the Second 
District, made a very brief speech, in which he 
declared that he, for one, Intended to work for 
the r nd old Republican party this fall as well 
as he did when he was himself acind date for 
election. (he National situation was most encour- 
aging. Maine and California had sooken with 
no uncertain voice, and Ohio, New York, and 
Indiana would follow in the same line. Locally, 
he believed victory was assured, provided good 
nominations were made. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Wilson’s remarks, 
the meeting adjourned for one week, 


; THE PRIMARIES. 

A correspondent, signing himself Juno,“ 
writes a lengthy communica ion to Tas Tris- 
ung in reference to the manner of holding pri- 
maries, and suggesting reform in various ways. 
He says it is quite easy for local politicians to 
point out the defects of the present system, but 
as far as practical suggestions as to how the 
people composing the party can bonestly ex- 
press their will these gentlemen are as barren 
of ideas as a sage-brusu is of fruit. Juno“ 
thinks these committee men are actuated more 
by adesire for some machinery whereby their 
particular set of professional office-seekers can 
run the party than any desire for an honest ex- 
pression on the part of the voters. He 
of the opinion wnat there are many ‘“ hon- 
orable Bil«s”’ in this city who are as anxious to 
control the voters of the different wards as the 
most notorious machine“ men to be found, 
The election last spr.ag, he thinks, should have 
taught these gentry a lesson; but they do not 
appear to have learned it, ‘They do not see that 
the only reason Chicago is the exception to the 
revival of Republican success is the fact that 
they have pushed themselves into places to the 
disgust of their masters,—the people. “Juno” 
thinks the election of the bombastic Harrison, 
humiliating though it was, will be of some bene- 
fis if it teaches these machine gentry « 
lesson. Waat is needed, he says, is some mode 
whereby the. will of the great mass of the 
voters in the party may de expressed.

The Legislature chosen 
this fall will sedect a United States Senator.

THE PROSECUTION OF THE MILK-DEALERS 
under the city milk-ordnance has commenced at 
last, though the crop is as yet small, and; the 
policy of delay has been resorted to at the very 
outset. Owing to the aifficulties met with in 
serving summonses on te sophisticators, who 
are generally everywhere except at their places 
of business, it was possible to call up but two 
cases yesterday morning when Justice Wallace 
took his seet on the bench at the Armory. These 
were the cases of C. D. Taicott and J. C. Jack- 
son, of the first batch. The prosecution, repre- 
sented by Col. Cameron, was ready to go 
on, but the defendants, flanked by Mr. 
Trude and Mr. Krause, applied for and 
got a change of venue to Prindiville, 


the nearest Justico—Summerfield—being ill. 
The procession started at once for Prindiville’s 
office, where the defense applied for a continu- 
ance. ‘The application was resisted, but the de- 
fense put iu a plea that they had not had time 
since service to get themselves in shape for 
trial.

the truth of the matter be ug that he has never 
kept a cow, but bas gotten bis milk from one 
dealer for vears. He has often remarked, 
on gowg to the country, that the 
milk which he there obtained was 
certainly no better than that which be got at 
home, and. curious to see how the inspection 
would accord with his experience, he had this 
sample examined. It turned out 60 remarkably 
weil that Dr. Sawyer imagined that it must 
baye come froma cow kept on Gen. Stiles’ 
pretmises, whereas, in truth and in fact, it came 
from a Chicago milk-dealer, and was probably a 
fair average sample of the product of several 
cows.

Both vacancies being prom- 
ised to Lieut.-Col, Thompson, of the Sixth 
Battalion, I have written him upon 
the subject, and Ladvise you to confer with him. 
Icannot arm and equip another battalion, for I 
have not the materia. Ali the good arms and 
equipments are issued, and I cannot increase the 
quota beyond the limits set by law. 

if you could arrange to enter the Sixth Battalion 
with at least a ruil company or two from the 
North Side it would bring the Sixth to a full regi- 
ment, and in the election waich would take place 
a field-officer could be secured for your side of 
Chicago. I don't see any other way to give you 
the recognition sought for. It is to de regretted 
that your people have not sought the recognition 
earlier, when it would have been easy to have ob- 
tained your wishes without conditions.

VENTILATING SEWERS. 
VIEWS OF R. T. CRANE. 

The method of relieving the sewers of the 
gas they contain by means of the grated covers, 
universally used in Loudon and other cities, and 
which has been introduced here to a certain ex- 
tent, is attacked by Mr. R. I. Crane in a letter 
to Health Commissioner De Wolf. He says: 

While the open sewer- covers are a great im- 
provement over the closed ones in preventing 
sewer gas pressure in sewers, which pressure has 
caused the sewer gas to escape with considerable 
force into our houses, still they only partially meet 
the great defect in our sewer system, and fail in 
coldest weather when our houses are all closed up 
and when we live almost entirely inside of them, 
for the following reasons, viz. : 

1. The open covers wili fail entirely to accom- 
plish the ventilation of the sewers or the removal 
of the pressure of the gos therein by reason of 
becoming closedin winter by snow. ice, and dirt, 
and, of course, the gas pressure will again exist. 

2. The fact that in the coldest season of the year, 
when our houses are warmed, there exists a par- 
tial vacuum in them, as any person will understand 
who will ooserve how the cold air is drawn in 
throngh every crevice atsuch times, and tnis sac- 
tion or vacuum will draw the sewer gas into tie 
houses through the defective sewer drain, though 
the open covers took off all of the pressure (whica [ 
do not believe taey do whoa they really are open), 
so it will be understood. with open covers, we will 
still be troubied with sewer gas under the present 
defective system of running drains. 

Now as tothe remedy. First, the sewer and soil 
pipes should be perfectly laid. —that 18, tight, — 
and if they were this Would be nearly all that 
would be necessary to do,—that is, provided there 
was no pressure of gas to force its way into the 
dwellings throngh the water-taps; but. as it is al- 
most impossibdie to get 4 perfect job of sewerage, 
and, also, if perfect at the time of completion, it 
may hg rendered imperfect by the settling of the 
building; therefore, in order to render a house free 
from sewer-gas, it is necessary to ventilate the 
sewer-pipe thoroughly by connecting it, full size, 
with a good-acting, venuilating flue. Such an 
one can be had by building it along side 
of the kitchen flue: and, as the kitchen five is 
always hot, a ventilating flue joining it, if not too 
large, will be sure to act and cause avacuam on 
the sewer-pipe which woulg@ not be overcome 
by the vacuum in the house. Therefore, what 
leaks there migut de in the sewer-pipes would al- 
ways be inward. 

All systems of ventilating sewers by running 
cold ventilating pipes up to the top of the building 
is defective, from the fact that it only takes off the 
pressure of gas that would otherwise exist, and 
does not counteract the effect of the vacuum which 
every house has in the cold weather. 

Such a system, when largely carried out, would 
prevent the escape of sewer gas into the streets; in 
fact, the open covers micht de dispensed with to a 
very great advantage to this system of sewer ven- 
tilation, thus killing two nuisances at once. Every 
sewer should be tested by a water pressure, and all 
new dwellings, stores, schools, and factories 
shouid be required to construct a ventilating flue 
for this purpose.

The Methodists Talk Regarding 
the Presence of Woman in 
the Pulpit. 


Meetings of the Presbyterian and Baptist 
Ministers—An Union Church. 


METHODIST MINIST 
WOMEN AS PREACHERS. 
Ahe Methodist ministers met as usual yester- 
day forenoon at about 11 o’clock in their rooms 
at No. 57 Washington street. 

The order of the day was then taken up, be- 
ing the question, **Ought women to be ordained 
to the work of the ministryin the Methodist 
Episcopal Church?’ 

By appointment, the Rey. Mr. Zimmerman 
took the lead. He was opposed to the affirma- 
tive, believing that there was no authority for 
such an innovation upon the constitution of the 
Methodist Church. 

Dr. Williamson was somewhat conservative 
in his remarks. He did not say that he was in 
favor of ordaining women to preach, but he 
would be more than willing to permit any 
woman to invite sinners to come to Christ from 
his pulpit. 

The Rev. Mr. Foster did not agree with Mr. 
Zimmerman in all respects, but he agreed with 
him in believing that there was no precedent to 
warrant the ordaining of women to preach. 
Christ, in choosing His twelve disciples, did not 
appoint one single Woman, and in all the 
churches orgainzed by the aposties never a 
woman was appointed as a deaconess or any 
officer of the church. 

DR. HATFIELD 
said that years ago he had been an ardent advo- 
cate of woman’s rights, but he found that year 
by year he was backsliding, until at length he 
gave it up, and was now thoroughly opposed to 
any measure that should take a woman from 
her proper sphere and place ber in prominence 
before the people. Not for all the praise that 
he could get from all the people on this planet 
would he have his wife abandon her children 
and her home to mount a platform and 
appear prominently before the public. No 
woman nor man could occupy two positions, 
and give time and strength to both. Either one 
or both would have to be neglected. When a 
woman went before the world she necessarily 
outgrew her womanly instincts, and became 
bardened,—put on the attributes which were ad- 
mirable in a man, but unlovable in a woman. 
THE REV. MR. CRAFTS 


took the affirmative side of the questionin a 
long argument. He thought there was just as 
much in the Bible to approve of the 
preaching of woman as there was against 
it, and as much in favor of women preachers 
as men preachers. He did not think that occu- 
pying a pulpit once a week would interfere with 
women in their household duties any more 
than it would with many men who had home 
duties to attend to. He thought that the pas- 
sage, in the Bible which forbade women to 
preach or exhort in bublie were misconstrued. 
These passages were meant, he thought, simply 
as a word of caution to the sisters, teaching 
them to practice self-sacrifice. These instruc- 
tions were meant simply as an illustration of a 
principle, and it was never intended that they 
should be carried out literally. 
THE REV. MR. MARSH 


thought the bars should be let down, and woman 
allosed to enter into any proression which she 
mightychoose, and if it was contrary to the laws 
of Gad and His will, he would not let ber pros- 
per, and she would have to succumb. He was 
willing to leave the verdict in the hands of the 
Lord. Thecommands that women should ap- 
pear in church with covered heads, and that they 
should bold their peace and keep their mouths 
shut, the speaker thought vere deliv- 
ered as suggestions in that olden 
day that the very appearance of evil 
might be avoided, as public sentiment in those 
days was against women r in pfblic 
places with men, and a woman with her head 
uncovered was regarded as an immodest person. 
Now, however, public sentiment was changed; 
it was not thought immodestin a woman to-day 
if she appeared in public,with men, and with her 
head uncovered at that. 

The Rey. Mr. Loeber placed the question be- 
fore the assembly in a humorous manner, which 
caused considerable lauguter. He thought that 
Dr. Hatüeld had deen in Germany, 
and had deen influencod by German 
sentiment. As for bemg offerded when he 
saw a woman in the pulpit, he didn’t do it any 
more. He used to be considerable of a German 
in this respect, but he had been converted by 
women themselves. He advocated a middle 
ground. If it was contrary to the laws of the 
Church to allow women to be ordained, then 
they would better wait until the laws had been 
changed before they voted to make any innova- 
tions. 

Dr. Willing talked fora few moments upon 
the question. He thought that quite a number 
of the ministers permitted the violation of 
Methodist law in many respects. He hoved the 
Bishops would see that the laws were enforced, 
although he didn’t know but it would be as 
well to allow the women as much latitude as 
possible without violating the law. 

The Rey. Mr. Loeber stated that the German 
churches were to hold a conference at his 
church on Maxwell street, near Halsted, com- 
mencing Thursday, Sept. 25, and holding several 
days. He wisned to.extend an invitation to the 
Methodist Ministers“ Association to come as a 
body and visit the Convention. 

On motion, it was agreed to adjourn the reg- 
ular meeting of the ministers two weeks from 
yesterday, and that the ministers should meet 
at 10 o’clock and respond to Mr. Loeber’s invita- 
tion in a body. 

By courtesy, it was agreed to postpone the 
adjournment of the meeting long enough to 
hear from 

THE REV. MR. AXTELL 
upon the subject of the day. He made some 
very sensible remarks, in which he took the 
ground that he was more than willing that any 
Christian woman should preach and exhort from 
his pulpit at any time, but, owing to the phys- 
ical and mental construction of woman, he 
thought it would be hazardous to hold her 
responsible for two sermons a day and attend- 
ing to all the offices of a church, as she would 
have to be if she took charge of ft. He thought 
that this would be in violation of all the prec- 
edents the world had ever afforded. 

The Secretary announced the order for next 
Monday’s meeting, according to the report of 
the Business Committee, as follows: Should 
there be a modification of the law respecting the 
limitation of the pastoral term!“ To be led by 
Dr. W. H. ‘Thomas. 

Dr. Willing advocated the reorganization of 
the ministers’ and laymen’s sociables. 

The meeting then adjourned with a benedic- 
tion by Dr. Boring. “ 


THE OTHERS. 
THE PRESBYTERIAN MINISTERS 
held their reguiar weekly meeting yesterday 
morning at the usual time and place. The Rey. 
H. H. Kellogg read a paper in which he took 
the ground that the Catholic Church was not to 
be considered as a part of the Church of 
Christ. Prof. Patton replied in the affirma- 
tive to the effect that the Catholic Church was 
to be considered as essentially part of the 
Christian Church. He went over the ground 
taken in his address before the General 
assembly. The Rey. J. M. Worrall was inclined 
to the belief that the position taken by Father 
Kellogg was about right, but still be was not 
sure. Most of those present participated in the 
discussion, and the whole subject was laid over 
for two weeks, when the Rer.

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UGLY INDIANS. 


The Utes Again Reported as Behaving Badly 
—White Kiver Agency Threatened—Agent 
Meeker in Jeopardy. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Ona, Neb., Sept. 15.—Information has 
been received here that the Ute Indians at 
White River Agency are again on the rampage, 
a repetition of last year’s troubles, which, it will 
be remembered, began with trouble about the 
supplies and ended with some one be ing killed 
and a general stampede. Agent’ Meeker has 
sent a courier to Rawlins with information for 
the Indian Bureau, the substance of which only 
has been obtained. It is to the effect that the 
Utes have been uneasy and complaining, and 
holding secret councils for some time past, 
all of which culminated last week 
in the Indians assuming a_ hostile at- 


titude. Although no general outbreak was. 


made, several of the Agency employes have 
been fired at from ambush, but, fortunately, 
with no fatal results in any instance. Mr. 
Meeker writes further that he has only been 
enabled to save his own life and protect the 
Agency from pillage by using his employes and 
friendly whites in the neighborhood as a mil- 
itary force. Maj. Thornburg, commanding 
officer at Fort Steele, telegraphs here as follows: 

Fort Stee.yt, Wy. Ter. Sept. 14. 1879. —James 
France, of Rawlins, sent me the following dispatch 
yesterday: ‘* Agent Meeker writes me he expects 
serious trouble from the Utes, and sends a dis- 
patch to the Department that employes have been 
shot, and thinks his life would not have deen 
spared hadit not been for assistance of empioy- 
es. THORN BURG, 

FEARS OF AN OUTBREAK. 

Unofficial reports have been received at mili- 
tary headquarters of a threatened uprising of 
the Ute Indians on their reservation in the 
western part of Colorado. The immediate scene 
of the disturbances is the White Kiver Agency, 
where N. C. Meeker is the Indian Agent.. The 
Agency is not a great distance from the North 
Park, where a number of Chicagoans have been 
spending the summer, and is located in the ex- 
treme western part of the State. 

Assistant Adj.-Gen. R. Williams, in command 
at Omahain the absence of Gen. Crook, tele- 
graphs that he has received telegrams 
from Maj. Thornburg, of the Fourth Infantry, 
in command at Fort Steele, to, the effect 
Agent N. C. Meeker, of the White River 
Agency, Col., writes that he expects trouble 
from the Utes. Employes have already been 
shot, and the Agent’s life would have been in 


» danger had it not been for the assistance of the 


em ployes. 
J. W. Steele, of Rawlins, W. T., telegraphs 
at the request of citizens that he has just come 


from White River Agency, where an Indian out- 
break isimminent. The Agent was seriously 
assaulted and his men fired on. He believes 
immediate protection necessary, and hence tele- 
graphs directly to the Lieutenant-General. 

This band of Indians numbers, according to 
the report of the Indian Commissioner for 1878, 
about 800 men, women, and children. Their 
reservation is among the lofty mountains of that 
part of the State, and they could easily dispatch 
ihe Agent and emploves before assistance could 
arrive. They have been fora number ot years 
peaceadie, but never have taken to civilized pur- 
suits. as they possess only four houses, and but 
fourteen families are stated to have embraced 
agricultural life. Inasmuch as the Agent has 
contented himself with reporting the dis- 
affection to the Interior Department and has 
not sent directly for troops, the trouble may not 
amount to anything serious. Should the re- 
ports prove well founded, however, and an up- 
rising imminent, there will in all probability be 
a repetition of the story of the “lava beds.“ as 
the reservation is completely shut off from ac- 
cess by high mountain walls, through which it 
would be difficult for the troops with their 
heavy wagons to pass. The nearest 
post is Fort Fred Steele, on the Union Pacific 
Railroad, at the crossing of the North Platte. 
Maj. T. T. Thornburg is in command there with 
Companies, E and H of the Fourth Infantry and 
Company E Third Cavalry. This post is about 
120 miles distant as the bird fles, and by the 
road the distance is fully 200 miles. Should the 
uprising prove to be a serious one, troops will be 
seut from other vosts as fast as possible. At 
present, as no Official reports have been re- 
ceived, nothing more has been dove than to 
telegraph to Washington. It is believed by the 
military authorities that the Agent must have 
been unusually aroitrary and unjust to provoke 
these Indians into an emeute.

The Verdict of the Jury Sustained 
by Public Sentiment of 
Kemper Coy. 


Extraordinary Result of a Re- 
markable Trial for 
Murder. 


The Defendant, the Court, the Coun- 
sel, and the Wit- 
nesses, 
The Killing the Result of a Political 
and Not a Business or 
Family Quarrel. 


The Whites Determined to Resist the 
Voting of the Blacks by Fire 
and Sword. 


From Our Own Correspondent. : 

Dr Kas, Miss., Sept. 13.—The end of a nota- 
ble criminal trial has been reached. The de- 
fendant has been acquitted. The jury have 
been shaken individually by the hand by vromi- | 
pent citizens, and their humane act in saving a 
fellow-being’s neck from the halter has been 
commended. Henry J. Gulley, whose life was 
supposed to have been imperiled by the law in 
the recent trial, but which was not endangered 
at all thereby, has been congratulated and feted 
by bis numerous relatives and friends. The 
lan vers who pleaded the cause have packed 
their briefs and their bulky treaties on criminal 
Jaw and have separated with many adieus. Ho- 
tel-bills have been settled, the black servants 
bave been feed, little balances at the bar have 
deen paid, and this old, ugiy, and sequestered 
town bas been deserted. Even 

THE WIDOW CHISOLM, . 

whose husband was shot down before her face 
by ruffians, whose daughter was murdered by a 
mob, whose little son was slaughtered at his 
father’s side by human flends, is preparing to 
leave this land of blood. The lonesome pine 
tree sings solemn dirges over the graves of those 
she loved. She is tired of Kemper County 
justice, and will employ no more lawyers to 
assist the Public Prosecutor in attempting to 
punish the twenty-eight murderers yet to be 
tried bere. She will seek vengeance no more, 
but will leave the slayers of her family to be 
dealt with by the hand of God. No one here 
believes that the laws of Mississippi, as admin- 
istered in Kemper County, are able to reach the 
guilty parties. Judge Chisolm, Cornelia Chis- 
olm, his daughter, aged 18 years, Willie 
Chisolm, his son, aged 10 years, and 
old man McClellan and Col. Gilmer, 
his friends, were all shot down on a 
peaceful Sabbath morning by citizens of this 
county, whose names are well koown, yet they 
receive no punishment. The atrocity of the 
massacre is incredible; the immunity from pun- 
ishmenot ofthe assassins engaged in it is beyond 
question. The state of society which tolerates 
4 such barbarities is a dark mystery to enlight- 
ened minds. 


6 THE DEAD. 

Six persons were killed in the slaughter of 
Sunday, April 29, 1877, viz.: the three Chis- 
olms, McClellan, Gilmer. and David Rosser, 
the latter one of the attacking party. The kill- 
ing was done under circumstances the most 
cowardly chat could be imagined. Gilmer, the 
first victim, was shot in the back without warn- 
ing while in the custody of an ofjicer. Cnisolm 
had surrendered and was in the custody vf the 
Sheriff. The two children were shot trving to 
protect their father. McClellan was shot una- 
wares while guarding the prisoners. ‘The mob 
had secretly extraceed the shot from the 
loaded guns of the guard about the 
prison without their knowledge. The attack 
was not made until all danger had been re- 
moved. Rosser, the only brave man iu the at- 
tecking party, was killed in the jail on account 
of hisown rasbness. Chisolm was a man of 
dauntless courage, and fought with desperate 
valor against fearful odds for his life. He had 
been arrested on a mere pretext by a cowardly 
mob, that he might be disarmed and slaughtered 
without danger. Hie kuew the character of the 
men with whom he had to deal, and recognized 
his danger. He told the Sheriff they meant to 
kill him. He attempted to parley with them. 
Mrs. Chisolm pieaded with Philemon Gulley a 
few minutes before her husband was shot to in- 


tercede with the mob to spare his life. He re- |. 
fused to do so, aud the slaughter 
commenced. Chisolm, alone, fought 
an armed mob of thirty or 


hold up her wounded hand, and ery out to the 
mob and say, “See what some of — Demo- 
crats have done!’ They saw her shot again 
while standing there. They saw Chisolm, 
wounded and dying, being carried to his home, 
followed by the mob still trying to shoot and 
kill him. They hearu threats of violence against 
cne of Chisoim’s friends. Ali this was seen and 
heard by witnesses, and narrated to the jury 
with great particularity, and yet the jury found 
that Gulley was not a party to these murders. 
The public sentiment of the county upbolds the 
verdict of the jury. The result will be the same 
in all the cases yet to be tried. There is no help 
for it. There will be no help for other 
cases of the kind until newspapers and 
railroads, school-bouses and churches, bring in- 
creased intelligence and wealth, and build uo a 
higher standard of morality and virtue among 
the people. 
THE TRIAL A FARCE. 

The trial of Henry J. Guiley was a faree and a 
mockery of justice. His acquittel was pRedicted 
before the trial began. His relatives were heard 
to remark during the trial that they haa friends 
on the jury who would never consent to the con- 
viction of their kinsman.. The Court denounced 
the trial during its progress as afarce. The de- 
fendant was not placed in jail, and was allowed 
to go about at will during the trial, not being 
even attended by a Bailiff. He was under bonds 
of $5,000 to appear at the gallows to be hanged 
if required to do so by the verdict of the jury 
and the sentence of the Court. Such is the state 
of society here which justifies such killings and 
permits such trials. 


THE DEFENDANT. 


A word might be said right here concerning 
the personal appearance, reputation, and dispo- 
sition of Henry J. Gulley, the defendant. He is 
six feet tall at least, loug-legged. and slender 
at the waist. His hair is dark, his eyes are blue, 
and his complexion made dark and swarthy by 
exposure tothe sun. His cheeks are sunken, 
and his head is small. His torehead is round 
and retreating, and his evebrows bushy and 
coarse. He wears a bunch of sandy beard upon 
his chin. He is probably about 36 years of age. 
His conversation is intelligent, and his appear- 
ance, though not indicating a man of culture 
aud refinement, shows him to be a man of in- 
telligence and character. He is modest and un- 
assuming in bearing, without any of the appear- 
ance of a buliy or aderperado, His neigubors 
speak highly of his character, and he is es- 
teemed by them as a peaceable man, a 
good citizen, honest, industrious, and quiet. He 
bas many friends in Kemper County. A 
stranger would select him as the last man who 
would be engaged in the cruel massacre of 
innocent wouieu and children. Yet this mild- 
mannered man was undeniably a leader 
in the mob of April 29, 1877, which 
murdered five people, with a loss of one*of 
their own party. During the trial he was calm 
and quiet, showing no feeling and taking no 
part in the proceedings. He watched the prog- 
ress of the trial, but made no suggestions to 
his counsel. At night he rode a mule out of 
town two or three miles and staid with a friend, 
returning in the morning to court. When the 
Clerk read the verdict of the jury announcing 
an acquittal, his bosom rose and fell rapidly 
for a moment, showing much internal excite- 
ment, which soon ‘passed away, He took his 
hat and walked out wirn the crowd as uncon- 
cerned as any. 

THE COURT. 

Juige Hamm, woo presided at this trial, is 
regarded as an able Judge and a man of char- 
acter and integrity. He adhered to rigid rules 
in the conduct of the case, permitting no inter- 
ference or delay on the part of counsel. His 
decisions on points of law and questions of 
practice were generaliy conceded to be fair and 
just to both sides. ‘There is little error in the 
case. 

THE COUNSEL. 

The counsel on both sides of the case em- 
braced the best talent of the Mississippi Bar. 
Capt. T. S. Ford, the Prosecut ng-Attorney of 
Columbia, is a youpg manor 30 with a fair ex- 
perience and a good knowledge of the 
law. He is a modest, unassuming gentle- 
man, aud occupies an exceedingly delicate 
position. He is not expected to be too 
zealous in these prosecutions, and probably will 
not be. In tnis case he fairly and hdnestly dis- 
charged his duty. The Hon. Joshua 8. Morris, 
of Vicksburg, took the leading part fn the pros- 
ecution. Mr. Morris was once Attorney-General 
of the State and Supreme Court reporter, and 
»ccupies a prominent position at the Mississippi 

ar. lie is a native Southerner and a Radical, 
und has one game leg made by a load of buck- 
shot discharged at him from a thicket at night, 
during the campsign of 1876,in which he took 
an active part. Judge Morris presented the 
ease at Bar to the jury ina very clear, cogent, 
and lawyer-like manner, so that there could be 
no misunderstanding of the facts by the jury. 
Judge H. A. Ware, of Jackson, formerly Chair- 
map of the Republican Executive Committee of 
the State, assisted in the preparation of the case, 
but subsequently became too ill to take part in 
the trial, thougu present in De Kalb and giving 
the prosecution the benefit of his advice. Judge 
Ware has fearful reminiscences of the red-shirt 
and bulldozing times of 1876. 

Col. S. M. Meek, of Columbus; Capt. Thomas 
H. Woods, of Meridian; and Capt. James Watts. 
of De Kalb conducted the defense. Col. Meek 
is a noted criminal lawyer, having defended in 
seventy-six trials for murder within the last ten 
years. He is a tall, fine-looking man, and in- 
dulges in an impetuous and florid style of ora- 
tory. He is very impressive before a jury. 
Capt. Woodsis a rising young lawver and an 
accomplished gentleman, who conducted the 
defense with skill and ability. 

Capt James Watts was employed on account

THE JURY. 

The jury which arrived at the remarkable con- 
clusion that Heurv J. Gulley was not guilty of 
murder in the face of all the evidence and the sur- 
rounding circumstances was composed of, three 
negroes and nine white men. Ip point of intelli- 
geuce the jury appeared to be fair, with not a 
very Wide margin between the whites and blacks 


in that respect. Eleven Democrats and 
one (black) Republican constituted the 
panel. How far they were influ- 


enced through a wholesome respect for the 
yower and reputation of the various branches 
of the numerous Gulley family will probably 
never be known. Several of them were inter- 
viewed after the trial, aud allof them professed 
to bave been influenced in their decisions by the 
tenderest conscience and the highest ideas of 
justice and duty. Such was their resolute ad- 
hereuce to principle that thev would just as 
readily have brought in a verdict of guilty had 
the evidence becn conclusive. They did not 
consider the theory of a conspiracy wo kill 
Judge Chisolm that Sunday morning, on which 
the prosecution based its case, sufficien tly clear. 
They claimed to have been torn up with serious 
doubts as to Henry J. Gulley’s connection with 
the mob which shot the beautiful Miss Cornelia 
Chisolm, and were rather inclined to favor 
the idea that he just happened along there in 
time to be seen with the real murderer, who 
was quite another than Gulley. The jury 
were out fifteen minutes, and brought in 
the verdict of acquittal on the first ballot, the 
negroes voting first. They seemed to be quite 
satisfied that they had done their duty. One of 
them said the killing of Cornelia was purely 
accidental, anyhow, and that if she had been 
attending to herown business she would not 
have been hurt. How absurd and out of place 
it is. come to think of it, for a Mississippi dam- 
sel to attemot to interfere with a mob of armed 
men whom she knew had come to assasinate her 
father! Other young Kemper County ladies 
will doubtless take warning by her sad fate. 
THE WITNESSES. 


As to the witnesses in the case, it can hardly 
be supposed that, with the exception of the sur- 
viving Chisolms, they ‘cared or dared to tell the 
whole truth. Not less than twenty people saw 
Cornelia Chisolm shot, yet no one could 
found who was willing to testify to the fact. 
N. W. Hopper, who was in the jail at the time, 
and who informed vour correspondent after the 
trial that be he Henry J. Guiley tell the 
delegation which was sent to Chisolm’s 
house to inveigle him out on some 
pretense or apother that they would kill him if 
they got him out, was not called on to testify. 
It is said he was excluded under the rule of 
Court requiring all witnesses to absent them- 
selves from the court-room during the progress 
of the trial. This gentleman did not testify to 
many important facts which. he knew. There 
was an oversight or mismanagement on the part 
of the prosecution somewhere. Mrs. Chisolm, 
the widow, and Clay Chisolm, the son of the 
murdered man, told their story, which was not 
disputed in essential particulars by the wit- 
pesses for the defense. Mrs. Chisolm came 
from Washington, D. C., where she has a place 
in the Treasury Department, to attend this 
trial. She has been advised by her special coua- 
sel, the Hon. Stewart L. Woodford, of New 


York, tos no more of her money employ- 
ing 8 counsel to prosecute these cases for 
murder, on the ground that it would be useless 


tto bope for any punishment of the criminals 


under the present state of society there, and it 
is said she bas about concluded to accept his 
advite. Capt. Ford; the Prosecating-Attorney, 
informed Tae TRIBUNE correspondent that he 
should go forward with the other indictments 
as soon as possible. No regular term of court 
is long enough to dispose of these 


and, 
therefore, a term will be held by Judge 
Hamm in January, and continued until they 
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killing of Judge Chisoim and his friends. They 
regret the killing of Cornelia Chisolm and the 
boy. There is a strong feeling in this county 
among the white people against the ig 
norant blacks, who are in the majority, 
being allowed to vote. In fact, they have 
determined not to allow it; and, if they cannot 
prevent it by the ballot, they will by the bullet. 
To be ruled by the colored men is to be ruled 
by ignorance, and to be governed bv their 
former servants. They say they cannot and 
wiil not submit to this humiliation. A party of 
white meu ally themselves to the negroes, and 
with their aid hold the balance of political pow- 
er. Such a man was Chisolm. He was fearless 
and determined torule. This fact caused the 
enmity of the Gulleya, who resolved upon bis 
death. The Chisolm massacre was a political 
massacre, and nothing else, and was not the re- 
sult of merely a personal quarrel growing out 
of business transactions or family affairs. By 
relinquishing politics the blacks can live in 
peace. So can the whites. The political rights 
of the colored people will never be allowed so 
long as the native white population can preyeut 
it, and prevent it tfey will, even by tofeh and 
sword, if in po other way. F. E

Mutilated Currency. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Ka taMAzoo, Mich., Sept. 12.—You speak of 
the filthy and mutilated condition into which 
our currency is falling. Aside from the $1 and 
$2 notes, of which denomination the Nationa) 
banks have hardly any in circulation, the Na- 
“tional-bank notes are in much worse condition 
than the greenbacks. This is because, while 
there are more grecnbacks outstanding than 
National-bank notes, there are fewer in circula- 
tion, since about one-third of the greenbacks 
are beld permanently as reserve, and also be- 
cause National banks always pay out National 
currency in preference to greenbacks, holding 
the latter for reserve, and thus giving greater 
circulation to the bank notes. 

But there is another and quite inexcusable 
reason why our currency is falling into such a 
condition. Before the establishment of the re- 
demption agency at Washington, mutilated 
notes could only be disposed of by sale to 
brokers at a discount in New York City of 
about $5 per thousand. Hence such notes were 
kept in circulation tp the very last possible mo- 
ment, and our circulating medium fell into a 
shameful condition. The Redemption act of 
June 20,1874, provided for the return of National- 
bank notes unassorted and at the expense of the 
banks issuing them. Under this beneficent plan 
in sixteen months half of the National-bank- 
notes went in for redemption, destruction, and 
replacement with new notes. There was no 
longer any inducement to keep ragged notes in 
circulation, and in a few years the whole circu- 
lation was renovated. Comptroller Knox him- 
self says: Ihe chief object of the law was 
the purification of the circulation. The act 
wisely provides for the renovation of the eireu- 
lation, the expense of transportation to be at 
the expense of the banks.” Yet, in spite of 
this, a year aga Secretary Sherman said the 
senders of National-bank notes must pay the 
express charges on them. This was an arbi- 
trary ruling in plain violation of the law. We 
ure experiencing its effect. He has put a 
premium on the circulation of filthy bilis, The 
charges are greater, also, on National currency 
than on greenbacks. Hence there is even less 
inducement to send home bank-notes thao 
United States notes when torn or ragged. 

The act of Jhne 20, 1874, also bad the aa- 
vantage of providing a remedy against a re- 
dundant circulation, and of helping to keep 
banks in prime condition through the necessity 
of being ever ready tu protect their circulation. 
Both of these desirable ends are hindered by 
the Secretary’s circular. Redemptions have 
fallen off so that twenty-five emploves have 
been discharged from the Redemption Agency.

The Stock-Market Rallies—Rationale of 
Assessm ts What Comes of Hold 
ing On in Mining Theatrical 
Tidings.

“San Francisco, Sept. 8.—California on 
Wednesday last passed through the ordeal of 
av election amid the most absolute quiet and 
the most perfect order. In strange contrast 
with the excitement which preceded it, election- 
day was characterized by a degree of tranquillity 
eminently suggestive of @ New England Sab- 
bath-dey a many years ago.” All the fighting 
had been done beforehand, and, thanks to the 
lynx-eved vigilance of Registrar Kaplan, many 
hundreds of professional repeaters had been 
„spotted“ several days before the polling took 
place, so that actually the most exciting feature 
of the day was the dropping of a ballot by aciti- 
zen named ' 

ATHANASIUS ANAGHASTOPOULOS. 
In accordance with our e¥cellent Election laws, 
all tickets were of the e color and size, and 
had to be folded, in a i om such as to render 
them undistinguishable ffom each other, by the 
time the voter reached bis polling-place. The 
law prohibits any solicitation whatever, any 


questioning of or diselosdxes by the voter, like- 


wise any exhibition of the ticket within 100 feet 
of the polls. Asa A re the workers“ 
for the different parties, instead of as in former 
times getting voters to @ratch in all directions 
up to the very instant of ‘their depositing their 
ballots, now simply lounge around outside the 
prescribed limits, offering tickets to sueh as may 
not be already provided therewith. The clerks 
employed at the polls receive $6 a day; but the 
perdiem of the Election Judges—chosen from 
among the taxpayers, and peremptorily sum- 
moned asin the case of jury-duty—is but 82. 
At the closing of the polls, the ballot-boxes are 
opened, and the Election Inspectors have to 
number and initial each ballot; after which the 
tickets are redeposited in the boxes and the 
count begins. With a view to scrupulously 
avoid even the appearance of evil, the law pro- 
hibits Judges from pursuing the more ex- 
peditious method of checking off five or ten 
straight tickets at a time. Each ticket 
—embracing in this city eight y-six 
names on this occasion—has to be counted sep- 
arately; and, as a consequence, three days and 
a half of steady labor were required to count 
the votes here. The result, as you already 
know, has been the 

WIPING OUT OF THE NEW CONSTITUTION PARTY, 
and the relegation of such men as David 8. 
Terry, Samuel Soule, John Lord Love, Nathan- 
iel Bennett, and Volney E. Howard to the lim- 
bo of oblivion. Even the magniticeot N. C. P. 
banner, which hung for so many months from 
the balcouy of their elegant headquarters on 
Montgomery. street, has disappeared; and, a 
few months from now, not a dozen people, it 
may safely be predicted, will recollect that they 
ever belonged to or knew avything of the New 
Constitution party. The same process of inter- 
ment has also taken place among the more rad- 
ical of the opposit party. 

On the sidewalks of many of our streets were 
pasted placards bearing the words, Vote for 
Dr. C. C. O'Donnell for Coroner’’; and yet that 
individual received considerably under 1,000 
votes. This proves that the Workingmen had 
more sense than many gave them credit for, al- 
though the Doctor did say in his circular, 
Nearly 10,000 voters of this city have signed 
a solemn pledge to support me next Wednes- 
day for the office of Coroner. As Coroner un- 
der the New Constitution I will have full power 
tosummon to my aid any armed force which 
may be necessary. I will give the heads of the 
Six Chinese Companies ten days’ notice to remove 
from the city limits, and thirty days’ notice 
to leave the State of California. If the 
Coolies resist, why, there is but one result: 
They will be ordered to go, never to return un- 
der the penalty of death; and go they must, 
dead or alive,—and it matters little whether 
they go dead or alive, for one-bali of them are 
living corpses.“ Even the Workingmen couldn't 
swallow this ‘‘ educated physician,’”’ and so they 
nominated a Dr. McGovern, while the Demo- 
crats ran a Dr. Sharkey; which, amid the split-

‘The people seem to have been determined to 
vote for once independently. Wherever any 
taint or suspicion attached to the nominee of a 
convention, the candidate would be relentiessly 
scratched, and the nominee of some other party 
substituted for him. Those candidates pledged 
to a certain course were, asa rule, roughly 
handled; and the Kailroad Company, for in- 
stance, has everv reason tu be satisfied with the 
outcome, The result showed, just as did the 
election four years ago, that the majority of 
voters 

DO NOT CARE A SNAP 
for the formidable array of facts and figures 
proving that the railroad is charging more than 
it ought to do. Ihe Workingmen do not want 
freights and fares reduced, because, oblivious of 
the fact that the higher the freight the more 
they have to pay for their goods, they consider 


that, if the railroad hes to reduce rates, 
it will also cut down its employes’ 
wages. Merchants are not particularly 
anxious ſtor a reduction in  freights 


in this State, because they know full well that 
euch a reduction would be unlikely to result in 
any diminution to them on through freights 
from the East. ‘The Railroad Company, so far as 
my observation goes, has really no reason to be 
apprehensive of State Legislatures or Commis- 
sioners so long as there is no opposition road 
from the East. If the Bostou companies deter- 
mine on carrying out their project of extending 
the Kansas, Colorado & New Mexico lines into 
Arizona and California, then, of course, freights 
to and from the East will come down. Until 
then there will be a vast amount of verbiage ex- 
pended, but the results will be insignificant. A 
number of large shippers have informed we at 
various times that they Nave found the Railroad 
Directors almost invariably ready to redress 
grievances which mav be brought to their per- 
sonal notice. Probably the small shippers suffer 
most from the classification tariffs of both the 
railroad and the Pacific Mail Steamsbip Com- 
pauy; but then, as every one knows, this class 
of customers is constantly seeking to get ahead 
of the company. lu a recent case of this kind, 
the compauy carried a quantity of freight, billed 
as tin pans nested,“ at the tariff rate of one 
and a half cents per pound, whereas it subse- 
quently came out that the articies thus shipped 
had been iu reality bird-cages, the regulation 
tariff’ on which is 10 cents per pound. Of 
course, shippers here prefer getting their goods 
by rail, as they can generally count upon 
their reaching them thus in twenty-two days, 
whereas by the Panama route they may occupy 
much longer; and, as the railroad has recently 
made some reductionsin freicht both in this 
State and in Arizona,it will be understood 
why the railroad issue was practically ignored 
at last Weduesday's election. The farmers 
naturally desire transportation for their prod- 
ucts for next to nothing, but they also desire 
to hire labor—white or Mongolian—at the low- 
est living rates, and this clearly did not suit the 
Workingmen, so that the alliance projected be- 
tween Grangers in the country and Workingmen 
in the towns was an utter and disastrous fail 
ure, and Kearney was even more out of the 
way in fixing White’s majority at 15,000 than ip 
predicting a plurality of 10,000 for Kalloch. 

The last-named owes the 800 Reoublican votes 
which elected him Mayor to the Chronicle's ad- 
vocacy of Flint during the last two days of the 
canvass.

In Bodie, as elsewhere, mines cannot be worked 
without assessments; and some of those un- 
assessable ’’ stocks which our New York frienas 
seem so earnestly to hanker after are likely 
sooner or later to find their way into the Sheriff's 
hands. Those ter der-footed in mining mat- 
ters are apt to be horrified at the levying of 
assessments; but this bas been proven to be 
the best meaus of developing g mines, and 
is the ly way in which such properties can be 
kept oud ol debt. Many stocks go up on the 
levy of an assessment, as was the case with the 
famous Paradise-Vailey Mine. situated in Hum- 
boldt County, tiftv miles north of Winnemucca, 
Nev. Said assessment has, it is understood, 
enabled me management to get out enough 
sulpburet ore to keep the ten-stamnp mill running 
for a year, and, what is more important, to place 
the mine on a dividend-paying basis within the 
next three months. Great things are also an- 
ticipated of Paradise’s neighbor, the Big Prize, 
from which some farmers iu times past gouged 
out about $30,000. It eicher of these Paradise- 
Valley properties become as good as the Idaho, 
of Grass Valley, which nas just paid its 120th 
dividend,—said dividend ameunting to $5 per 
share,—the stockholders will have no reason to 
complain of bemy called on for one or two 
assessments. There are very few dividend-pay- 
ing mines but have been assessment-proposi- 
tions iu the earlier stages of their existence; 
and frequently the managers are unfortunate 
enough to exuaust the ore-bodies, and have to 
return to their old assessmeut-loves. 


THE TUSCARORA DISTRICT, 


situated fifty miles north of Elko, Nev., has 
certainly not been a fortunate one for many 
hundreds of persons who staked their all upon 
the chances of the various. mines it coutained 
turning out bonanzas and were disappointed. 
Yet I find that, within the last thirtv months, 
the district bas produced some $3,000,000 in 
bullion, divided up as follows: 
$1, 870, 082 from the Grand-Prize Mine. 
068, 007 from the Independence Mine.

75 to $4,—seeing that a cessation 
of the ore-body might at any time occur, and re- 
duce the price of the stock 50 percent. The 
Navajo, fur instance, which every one consid- 
ered contained a good body of ore, bas thus far 
simply been prolific in assessments. Both Grand- 
Prize and Argenta, at their present reduced 
values, seem to be full of promise. ‘The first- 
named, which has paid $400,000 in dividends, is 
at present running one of its ten-stamp mills on 
sulphurets, averaging about $100 to the ton, 
while its other teu-stamp mill is working on the 
Belle-Isle chloride-ores.

THIS HOLDING ON 


seems the great secret of success in mining, as 
in so many other undertakings. Iwo gentie- 
men of my acquaintance were some years ago 
approached by ared-shirted, ragged, and rough- 
looking individual, who declared himself “a 
Mono-County miner, flat broke.“ He related to 
them where be had been exploring, spoke of 
several pieces of mining property he had iocated, 
and offered them two-thirds of one of these 
ciaims tor $150, if they would undertake, after 
due examination, to sink a shaft and develop 
the property. Risking the $150, the gentlemen 
accompanied the miner to a notary’s, where he 
deeded them over two-thirds of the property as 
agreed.

ARSENIC-EATING. 


A Chemist Pablicly Reveals Some Startling 
Facts — Au Abominable and Dangerous 
Female Practice. 

Cleveland (0.) Herald. 

“Do vou see that lady!“ said a prominent 
chemist of this city to a Herald reporter. “ As 
sure as that the sun will rise to-morrow, so 
surely will that woman die prematurely in a few 
years by a slow but certain self-destruction.” 

The scene was on Superior street, and the 
lady in question was standing on the sidewalk 
waiting for one of the cars. The afternoon sun 
shone full upon ber, ber dress and tout ensemble 
marked ber as wealthy and refined, and her face 
was beautiful, but about the large, gray eyes 
there was a weary, troubled expression, and the 
marble face was almost death-like in its pallor. 
The skin was translucent, showing the delicate 
blue veins beneath. it was perfectly pure and 
clear, but it was unnatural, Accepting an invi- 
tation to step into the chemist’s Jaboratory, the 
reporter was soon seated in a spacious room, 
surrounded by thousands of bottles of all shapes 
and sizes, and the conversation turned again on 
the woman seeu in the street. 

* That lady,“ said the chemist, seriously, “is 
an uarsenic-eater. Few have any idea how the 
dgadiy, damnabie habit is spreading. Even in 
tis city it numbers its devotees by hundreds, I 
had almost said by thousands, and the husband 
who prides bimself on his wife’s beautiful com- 
plexion, the father who presses the pale fore- 
head of his daughter, and the lover who is proud 
of, while be is anxious about, the transparent 
and clear complexion oi bis sweetheart, never 
dreams fora moment that it isan unnatural 
effect produced by the use of a poison which 
will sooner or later destroy life. Iam not tell- 
ing thts for sensation; it is a terrible truth, and 
I could sit down and write off now a list of 500 
names of ladies who are in the habit of using 
this drug regularly. I could startle this city by 
telling it that the women of manv of its best 
families are committing a slow suicide. A prac- 
ticed chemist can tell ata glance a person ad- 
dicted to this vice. aud it has been my custom 

for some years past to note down any person I 

meet who bas the marx of the arsenic habit upon 

them. If I were toshow you that list you would 
be astonished.”’ 

Ho is the drug usually taken!“ 

‘“* Sometémes pure. in midute doses, but gen- 
erally in the form of Fowler’s solution. For 

the first few months, maybe in some cases for a 
year, little or no effects ensue, but after that 
tune the beautiful pallor which vou have seen 
is produced. Afterafew years the wretched 
woman begins to feel her health giving way, and 
decides to discontinue its use. Alas, it is too 
late! Tho face changes to a livid red, every one 
notices it, andin despair she returns to the 
same course, and receives the congratulations 
of her friends on her restored health. After 
some years, however, the face gradually changes 
from the clear color of alabaster to a dull, 
ghastly complexion like chalk; the whole sys- 
tem, saturated with this mineral, gives war, 
and usually death mercifully ends a life of 
paralysis. Such has been the history of many 
of our wives and daughters, and, ualess the 
strong arm of the law stepsin and puts strin- 
gent rales on the sale of this poison, it will be 
the history of thousands of the present and ris- 
ing geveration.”’ 

Are there any other drugs used for the com- 
oe which have the same effects as arse- 
nic?’ 

None which have such awful consequences 
in their train, because there are no other poisons 
which are habitually taken internally to beau- 
tify the complexion, but great damage is being 
dore by the use of cosmetics. Why, sir, I have 
analyzed over sixty of the leading cosmetic 
preparations, and 1 did not find one which did 
not contain either sugar of lead, oxide of zinc, 
or some other preparations of lead. The 
amount varies from two to ten grains per ounce, 

\but in ail it is the leading ingredient.” 

What would be the effect of the continued 
use of cosmctics?”’ 

‘** Briefly this: Sooner or later, in proportion 
to the quantity used and the frequency of its 
application, the pores of the fave become packed 
with the insoludle material of the base, caus- 
ing lead-poisuning of the minute verves and 
biood-vessels, and paralysis of the skin, extend- 
ing even in some instances to the neck and arms. 
The paralysis of the skin is not dangerous of 
itself, but it is liable to bring on diseases of 
the throat and respiratory organs, and it always 
has the effect of making the skin yellow and 
leather-like. But if the consequences which 
follow the use of cosmetics are not so deadly as 
those which follow the internal use of arsenic, 
they are far mere widely spread. I assure you 
as a solemn fact that, to the best of my beliet, 
and I have ge the subject extended and close 
attention, per cent of the women between 
the ages of 25 aud 50 use cosmetics in a greater 
or less degree, and probably about 40 per cent 
between 15 and 25. People fail to reale the 
immensity of the evil. I have seen dozens of 
cases, and heard of bundreds more on good au- 
thority, of mothers applying these poisonous

preparations to their young children, 
and eren to infants a few weeks 
old, ruining ‘the complexion for 
lite. It is a secret uuderhand trade in one way, 


for the woman seidom tells her dearest friends 
that she habitually uses a certain balm or reno- 
vator. The mavufacturers and dealers who pan- 
der to this wretched taste make no secret of 
their preparation, but advertise it far and wide, 
and it will give some idea of the widespread de- 
mand which exists for these poisons when I tell 
you that during the year 1878 there were manu- 
factured and sold in this country alone over 
1,100,000 gallous of a certain well-known patent 
wash for the face and neck. While on this sub- 
ject 1 must not omit to mention a preparation, 
which I will not name, for the removal of 
freckles. As it certamiy does remove freckles, 
its sale bas enormously increased in the last two 
years. A few months ago 1 analyzed a speci- 
men, and was horrified to find that it contained 
23 per cent of corrosive sublimate. At present 
ic has a large sale, and it is retailed at a high 
price.“ 

Are there any cosmetics which improve the 
skin and are harmiess?”’ 

„None, exceot fresh air and pure water. Car- 
bouate of magnesia is quite extensively used, 
and is not, perbaps, positively injurious; but 
it makes the skin look tough and old, 
time stops the circulation of the blood 
vessels of the face. Whitmg has the same 
effect. The better and more expensive routes 
made from pure cochineal, or cochineal 
carmine, are not injurious when used in mod- 
eration and wasbed off every night, but the 
cheap kinds all contain aniline, and are yery 
poisonous. Bav rum contains no ingredient 
which is chemically injurious, but even that is 
liable, if used too often, to dry up the little 
oi! globules aud make the skin dry and harsh.” 

suppose the use of the poisonous cos- 
metics is almost entirely confined to women? 

„Well, not exclusively. I iancy many would 
be rather astonisned if they knew the number 
of young meu who participate in this evil with 
their sisters and mothers. Aud another thing, 
too, of which vou may not be aware is, that 
there are hundreds of voung men. mostly of 
the upper and upper-middle classes, who wear 
corsets. The habit is injurious to a young 
woman, but it isa thousandfold more 80 to 
u young man, for physical reasons which I have 
not time to enter upon. I did not suspect this 
habit until about a year ago, but since that time 
J have discovered that its existence is by no 
meaus unfrequent.”’

The eleggnt Capital of France still exbibits fe 
its ruinea Rublic buildings traces of the horrors 
of thereign of the Commune of 1871. The 
graves of fuurdered hostages and massacred 
clergy are §peaking proofs of the ferocity of the 
Commun as are the memories of the dese- 
crated chufches of their Satanic malignancy. 
The Paris Gommune was not only cruel, but it 


was cowardly as well. it selected as the moment 
of its outbyeak the period wnen the fortunes of 
France wege at their lowest ebb. Tue Germans 
were still upon the soll, the army was enfeebled 


by disaster’ and sanguinary encounters witha 
foreign fog on many a bloody field; the country. 
was exhausted by its sacrifices, and patriots 
were anxiously devising means to meet the 
enormous indemnity imposed on the on, At 
this dark period the Commune struck its blow. 
Calling itself French, it aimed a death-stroke at 
France. Pretending to be Republican, it did all 
in its pow¢r to strangle the infant Republic. 

The Commune first showed its cowardly char- 
acter; it dj not walt long to display its cruel . 
instincts. Its first act was the murder of pris- . 
oners whozhad been taken in the discharge of 
their duty? In the surprise of the outbreak 
Gens. Lejomte and Clement Thomas were 
eaptured. They were insulted and maltreated 
by the mo, On the same day they were shot 


to the dea h, in utter violation of the laws of 
war, not t) speak of the most common and 
fundame principles of humanity. This was 
the begin of the horrors, which soon came 
thick and-“‘ast. of Lecomte and 
Thomas k place on March 17, 1871. Five 
days lates: the red was hoisted above the 
City-Hallfit emblem of the of bdlood 
then inaugurated. ‘The payment rents d 
other de was at once suspended. factories 


were conf and capital was proscribed. It 
is not within the province of this article to fol- 
low the military movements of the eontend- 
ing forces. Su it to say that from 
the firse the Communist hordes found 
that they were no match for the 
patriot soldiers of the Republic. Some reverses 
inflamed the Communists to madness. Ou April 
4the reign of terror fairly settled down on 
Paris. Events had been bad enough before, 
tneace they grew rapidly worse. Requisinons 
were made on the churches and the theological 
seminaries, and several rich men, for the crime 
of being wealthy, were arrested and their prop- 
erty was confiscatd. Monsignor „the 
saintly Archbishop, and a number of other 
ecelesiastics and promivent persons were placed 
under arrest on the plea of being nostages. It 
was but the prelude to their murder. They 
Were vot combatants; the had taken no part in 
the struggle; but the fact that they were teach- 
ers of religion and ministers of the Gospel was 
sufficient for the.r condemnation with these 
wretches, whose rmainspring of action was 
hatred to Christianity and morality and a 
thievish desire to obtain the savings of 
those who had len more industrious 
than themselves. A commission was es- 
tablished to decide upon the fate of prisoners 
and so-called hostages, and it was decided that 
three hostages, chosen by lot, should be put to 
death for each traitor or deserter. executed by — 
the Government. Three innocent persons were 
to suffer for the fate of one guilty man, and 
this was decreed in advance of any punitive ac- 
tion on part of the authorities. The uext 
act of tne Commune was the suppression of 
that portion of the press hostile to the rein of 
blood.

Journal Siecle, and other papers were suspended. 
In their place s up a crowd of prints de- 
voted to inflaming the passions of the lowest of 
the rabble.

Organized incendiarism prevailed, and fires 
broke out on every side. The Tuiler the 
Palais Rovai, the Hotel de Ville, the Palais de 
Justice, the Prefecture of Police, the Palace of 
the Legion of Honor, the Theatre of the Porte 
St. Martin, several churches, many large mer- 
cantile establishmonts, and a great number of 
private dwellings were fi by pouring petro- 
leum upon them and then lightiag the 
ignitible fluid.

That night 
the Archbishop, several of bis clergy, and ober 
hostages were, by order of the Commune, taken 
from the prison of La Roquette and shot bya 
file of soldiers in the court-yard of the prison. 

Commu 
nists. They still held out fora day or u, fight- 
ing, firing buildings, and compelling their pris- 
oners to take part in the struggle and coolly 
slaughtering them afterward. 
Commune, which bas well earned the execra- 
tion of civilized mankind. fhe Communists 
proved themselves traitors to their country, 
enemies to the Republic, thieves, 22 
atheists, and incendiaries.

Government bonds were nominally lower by 
3g in the price bid for all the issues, but in Chi- 
rago the decline in the New Tork quotations 
was not followed, and businers was done on 
Saturdayls prices. The 46 were 10154 bid and 
(023, asked. The 48, 104% and 105; the 5s, 
021g and 1025¢; and the 6s, 1006 and 104%. 
The demand for bonds is confined almost en- 
tirely to small investors. 

Foreign exchange is firmer, ou account of the 
scarcity of commercial bills. The posted rates 
for sterling remam at 482 and 484. Chicago 
transactions were at 481½ and 48344, and in 
New York actual transactions were at 4814 and 
18356. Sterling grain bills were 479@4:9}¢ and 
81. French grain bills were 52936 and 526%. 

Gold to the amount of $444,600 arrived in 
New York from Liverpool. Although millions 
of dollars of gold were received in New 
York last week and the week before, the 
bank statement shows a gain of specie 
of only $123,100. ‘The explanation of 
this small iucrease, which is a puz- 


‘gle even to some bankers, is that the Assay Of- 


fice, to which pretty much all the imported gold 
is sent, pays for it by checks on the Sub-Treas- 
ury, which is a member of the New York Clear- 
ing-House, at which all balances are payable in 
legal-tenders. The London Zeonomist of Aug. 
30 says with regard to Eagland’s means of pay- 
ing for American grain: 

There are far fewer United States bonds and other 
American securities heid in Engiand now than was 
the case a year or eighteen months ago. The de- 
mand is also more likely to fall on the reserve of 
the Bank of England than on that of the Bank of 
France. In the first place, London is far more the 
centre of international exchange operations than 
Paris at the presenttime. In the next piace, so 
large @ part of the reserve of the Bank of France 
consists of silver that the authorities there may not 
be unlikely to puta slight exira price on gold to 
prevent ite leaving them toa larger extent than 
they desire. While we cannot douot toat 
some will have to go to America to assist to 
Day the balance due to tbat country, it is yet too 
early to t with any coundence the exact 
limits which that demand may take. A close 
Watching of the movements of the rate of ex- 
change, great caution will be needed by ail 
who deal in money while the extent of the move- 
ments of gold re as at piesent, entirely un- 
determined. 


The Bank of England lost $340,000 in bullion. 
Consols opened at 9711-16, declined 1-16, to 
975g, and closed at 97 11-16. 

Country orders for currency have largely in- 
creased, and the Chicago banks are sending 
about $500,000 a day into the interior. Corre- 
sponding amounts are being drawn from the 
New York banks. The arrivals of foreign gold 
at New York have barely been enough to keep 
the loan market there from stringency. As the 
currency drain is growing heavy just at the 


time when the receipts of gold will fail off on 


account of the cessation of shipments from 
‘London, there may be temporarily enough of a 
stringency to help stock-speculators for a fall. 
The surplus reserve of the New York banks was 
Gecreased $219,025 last week, and is now very 
low. The Chicago money market is fairiy act- 
ive. Rates are 5@6 per cent on call, and 7(@8 
= ebutontime. Bank clearings were 84, 400, 


The scarcity of small bills is becoming a 
serious inconvenience to the Chicago bankers. 
The Treasury Department sucked all the small 
bilis out of the country by its refunding 
vertificates, and now insists on keeping them. 
Urgent appeals have been sent to Washington 
by the Chicago banks for a supply of small bills. 
Two of them were lucky enough to get $500,000 
each by reimbursing the Government the ex- 
press charges between Washington and Chicago. 
about 60 cents per $1,000. But Treasurer Gil- 
fillan now refuses this accommodation, and bas no- 
tified the banks that be nas found it more conve- 
nient to concentrate the small bills at New 
York, and that they must send there for them. 
The result is that, while it costs the Government 
just as much to send them to New York as to 
Chicago, it will greatly increase the cost to the 
Chicago banks of getting small bille.

As a matter of interest to vessel-owners, many 
of whom are intending to rebuild this winter, and 
as showing what constitutes an A 2or A 2— vessel, 
Tux TRiBcNE publishes the following survey and 
report upon the schr Kate Darley, made by In- 
spector William W. Bates, of this port. The In- 
spector at Milwaukee, Capt. Tuttle, who is not a 
shipbuilder, by the way, as Mr. Bates is, grades 
the Darley with a dash.

It is nota 
light thing for a marine inspector to trifle with 
the grades of vessels. Ignorance may be pardon- 
ed, end men ignorant of shipbuilding as an art are 
quite to commonly empioved to inspect and cias- 
sify vessels, put when underhaaded advantage is 
taken to depreciate mens property tor personal 
reasons it is contemptivie imposition upon ail con- 
cerned. It is alleged that al! is not fair in dashing 
the Darley. The resurvey in Buffalo will reaily 
decide nothing from a mechanical point of view, 
as the Inspectors there are not shipoullders of 
etanding and experience, but it is more likely the 
survey will take a whitewashing turn, and Capt, 
Tuttle be sustained on trade grounds by nis brother 
marivers in the employ of tne underwriters, 
Should this be so or not, the survey wiil be of use 
and instructive to vessel-owners.

THE STATUS OF KINGSTON. 

There has been for some time past a difference 
of opinion, not to say a dispute, existing between 
the tars who blow the waters and the gentlemen 
who, in the capacity vf Collectors of Customs, at- 
tend to Uncle Sam's interests on the lakes, as to 
whether Kingston, Can., was an intermediate port 
with refereuce to Chicago and Oswego, N. Y. If 
the town ia her Majesty's Dominion were an inter- 
mediate port, a vessel bound from Chicago to 
Oswego could stop at Kingston, unlead. and then 
proceed to Oswego wilnout paying an ex'ra ton- 
nage tax between these two points. If not au in- 
termediate port, the Government was entitled to 
such tax. As a matter of fact, Vessels 
have ceared nere for Oswego, and stopped 
on the way at Kingston, the bold mariners of the 
inland seas claiming the rigbt to do this without 
going down into tueir trousers for the waerewithal 
to puv atonage tax. Through the Coliectors at 
Oswego and Chicago, the question finaily got 
around to Washington, and yesterday's mail 
bruugut tne following decision, wulch effectually 
setties the dispute, though in a way whica the ves- 
gel men will be very apt not to like: 

TREASURY UEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF THE Secre- 
TARY, WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 13, 1879.— Col 
jector of Customs, Chicago, 4. — 8 iR: 1 am in 
receipt of your letter oi the 5th inst., reporting 
that you have no autnority to clear vessels to Os- 
wego, witu an intention to touch at Kingston, 
Canada, as an intermediate port, but whicn is geo- 
graphicaliy some 60 miles beyond Oswego, tne 
port of destination. 

Lou are informed that the Department hag al- 
ready decided tuat the intermediate foreign port 
must de à port situated between the American port 
from whica the vesseis c.ears and the American 
port to which she is bound in order to be exempt 
from the payment ot tonnage.tax. 

„This does not conflict with any instructions 
issued to Collectors hitherto. 

** You refer to the decision in the synopsis No. 
828, under which the certificate of ciearance was 
to show tae destination of tue vessel and deter- 
mine the question of liability to tonnage tax. 

That aecision, however, did not imply that a 
valid clearance could be viven by way of — 
port which was not localiy intermediate to tne 

rts of departure and destination, as tae law did 
did not intend that a domestic port of destination 
with a foreign port at whicn a vessel might touch 
migut be selected by the master at random.

JACK TARS ON THE WARPATH. 

Two muscular sailors, whose bumps of combat- 
iveness were better developed than any other 
bumps on their skulls, ran things for a while yes- 
terday afternoon on the schr Lomie A. Burton to 
suit themselves. The vessel was lying in the 
Burlington Slip, near Eighteenth street bridge. 
and a gang of twelve lumber-shovers were engaged 
in unioading her, and three tallymen were on 
board. The swell from a passing tug caused the 
Burton’s breastline to break, and her stern began 
to move away from the dock and thus in- 
terfere with the work of the unlaad- 
ers, who began to secure the vessel again. 
‘The two sailore—one an Irishman and the other a 
Frencoman—came along, under the influence of 
corn wine, and, rusning on board the vessel, in- 
formed the lumbcr-shovers, WoO were Germans, 
that they were encroaching upon the rights and 
labor of seamen by attempting to Make the line fast 
and sately moor tue craft. Tue stevedores at trast 
gave no heed to their expressions, but the Jack 
Tars seized ugly weapons at hand—one a belaying- 
pia and the other an iron stanchion— and com menced 
such a furious attack upon the land-lubdoers that 
they were compelled to beat a hasty retreat and 
leave the vessel in possession of the sailors. Some 
of the stevedores were seen fusaing over 
Eighteenth street bridge with their coats on their 
arms, determined to keep out of harm's way. Two 
men were severely injured in the attack, and the 
police were finally called and took the sailors into

SATLORS’ WAGES. 

The Chicago branch of the Lake Seamen's Union 
held a special meeting yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock at its headquarters in Meridian Hall. No. 
99 West Randolph street, to consider the matter 
of demanding an increase of wages, Richard 
Powers, the President, occapied the chair, A 
discussion ensued over the feasibility of demand- 
ing $2.50 a day out of this port, andit was finally 
decided by a two-thirds vote to ask that figure. 
Notices were accordingly posted about the docks 
to that effect, anda few vessel-Owners and mas- 
ters who were aoot the lumber market expressed 
surprise at the action thus taken, and of which no 
previous notice had been given.

GERMANY. 


Ninth Anniversary of Sedan-Downfall of 
French Monarchy, and Establishment of 
German Unity. 

London Times, Sent. 2. 

To-day is asolemn anniversary in European 
history. Nine years ago Napoleon III. surren- 
dered at Sedan, and the catastrophe which de- 
stroyed one Empire founded another. ‘The hero 
of the German victory designs to commemorate 
the event characteristically. A brilliant review 
of troops will be held this morning at Berlin; 
and the series of military pageants thus opened 
is uot to close before the Emperor has remiuded 
Germany and Europe of the triumph of bis arms 
on the chief scene of its achievement. 
At high festivities, a coronation or 
an imperial marriage, the crowned 
host leads his most illustrious guests 
in a stately dance among and through the ad- 
miring courtiers. The glittering column, with 

a King or an Emperor at its bead, threads tne 
carons, everywhere disoensing the radiance of 
its presence, until the dais and the throne are 
reached once more, The Emperor William exe- 
cutcs his polonaise in full armor, to the clash of 
trumpets and the roar of cannonades. Through 
the wide circuit of his Empire he makes his gor- 
geous progress, with 1 royalties and 
priocipalities around and behind him, with 
Marshals to witness bow the trophies — 
won, with armies to show how they 
kept, and Ambassadors to put the seal of — 
tions to the results. Metz is the goal of the 
German Emperor’s martial promenade. N:.ne 
fitter couid be chosen. At Sedan crumbled into 
dust the Napoleonic power which nad vetoed 
the consolidation of Germany. At Versailles 
the German Empire was proclaimed. But it was 
in the lines of Metz that Germany demonstrated 
once for all the impotence of one nation to con- 
trol the destinies of another. Scand.navian 
chiefs were raised upon the shields of their 
clansmen iu token of their sovereignty. Amid 
the monuments of the field of Gravelotte the 
first German Emperor may recall with little 
effort ot imagination how his throne was first 
seen upon the spears aud bucklers of his war- 
riors. 

There and thus it rose. But its foundations 
were deeper and more solid than German mili- 
tary Organization and French military anarchy. 
The Emperor William renews in this month of 
September ‘he memories of a wondrous succes- 
sion of warlike exploits. Those exploits, how- 
ever, were but the crown to vears of national 
sacrifices borne patientiy by Germany for their 
prospective sake. The King of Prussia led to 
Sedan und Metz a people which had been long 
preparing itself by discipline and hardsni for 
those ordeals. It had counted the cost of 1 free- 
dom to work out its own unity, and it was wil. 
ing to pay it. Even vet the price is not fully 
eounted out. Germany ſ still has tosurrender ease 

aud weil-be.ng to secure what nine years ago it 
vindicated so valorousiy. When the Emperor 
calls over the roll of his victories, and sees about 
him the i'Justrious Generals by whose aid he 
won them, he is not the man to forget that 
after all the work was done by and for the Ger- 
man vation. That is nis real glorv. It the 

German Princes hailed him Emperor, it was 

merely the formal publication of the national 

decree. Germany on its part has in the nine 
vears which have since passed given no sign of 
discontent with that decision, or of doubt 
whe ner the work were worth the expenditure. 

Catholic fanatics and Hanoverian separatists 

might at one time conspire against the new 

Constitution. But even they have ceased to be- 

lieve in the possibility of reversing it. German 

Socialists may imagine a visiovary future when 

the powers of the State shall. be at their 

command; they anticipate the transfer 
of the control of the Empire to them- 
selves, not its dissolution. To the Germanmind 

a return to the dars of a Germany diluted 

amovg fifty principalities may be taken to be 

simply inconceivable. Rather than subject the 
uuity aflirmed by the deeds of 1570 and 1871 to 
the chances of attack, the German people en- 
dures a crusbing conscription: At the intima- 
tion of its master statesman, that political econ- 
omy was irreconcilable with the financial exi- 
gceueies of national unity, it flung, only last 

summer, political economy to the winds. Ger- 
maus may harbor their several views on foreign 
policy. No love is lost betweeh nem and Ras- 
sia. They do not desire the territorial aggran- 
dizement of Austria in the East. Yet, through- 
out the conflict between Russia and the Porte, 
they kept even their wishes in solution, lest 
an inclination either war should prejudice 
some contingent German alliance iu the future. 

‘They urged Austria to annex Herzegovina and 

Bosnia, not so much in the interests of European 

tranquillity which that appropriation favored, as 

to lead away Austrian thoughts from reg rett ing 
the disintevration of the old Germanic Confed- 
eration. ‘ihe German nation is as determined 
as nine years back to sacrifice all privat. differ- 
ences und objects to German unity. National 
unity now that it appears placed beyond the ac- 
cidents of foreign jealousy is no less the centre 
of German devotion than when it appeared au 
inspiration and a dream. The Emperor as he re- 

views his legions and bis battlefields will have a 
right to feel that the nation rides with him. and 

repents of not one drop of the blood it shed in 

torrents for the consolidation of Germany.

Recent Important Discoveries of 
| Both Silver and Gold. 


A Large D:posit of So-Called Carbon- 
5 ates in the Mosquito 
Range. 


— D— 


Teormatlon as to Many Mines, Both 
New and Old---Gold-Ore Assay- 
ing $50,000 to the Ton. 


The Little Pittsburg” Still Keeping Up 
‘Its Dividends of One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars per Month. 


Confident Expectation that Next Year’s Werk 
Mill Dwarf the Marvelous Developments 
of the Present Season. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribwne. 
Lian. Colo., Sept. 8.—During the past 
two months there have been very important and 
valuable discoveries made of silver, and also of 
gold, which enlarge greatly the known mineral 
district. These discoveries include no: only 
new beds of hard and soft lead carbonates, car-. 
rying silver, but also many rich quartz fissure- 
veins. It was supposed until quite recently 
that the deposits of these carbonates were con- 
fined to a comparatively narrow area, extending 
north and south some sixty miles, with Lead- 
ville as the centre of the belt. It was not sup- 
posed that these deposits were to be found east 
of the Mosquito Range or west of the great 
Continenta! Divide. 

The explorations of the Clements. brothers 
high up on me eastern slope of the Buckskin 
Mountain, east of the Mosquito Range, this 
summer, have developed the existence of 

A LARGE DEPOSIT OF 80-CALLED CARBONATES 
in that vicinity. The Hon. W. H. Loveland, of 
the Colorado Central Raiiroad, took hold with 
them, and located a belt of mines which have 
proved to be of great value, and in which the 
mineral was found very near the surface. This 
gave a new impulse to prospecting in that 
region, and soon the mountains were covered 
and «staked out, and a great many valuable 
properties have been opened. The oid Town of 
Alma, near by, which was famous in the days of 
the gold-fever, has suddeniy leaped inte a new 
fe, and its deserted houses are occupied and 
erowded, as in the old days of 1862. Many 
fissure-veins which were in those days operated 
for gold alone, and the silver of which was neg- 
lected, have been relocated, and have began to 
‘yield rich tribute in silver and goid; and some 
exceedingly promising new quartz-ledges have 
been discovered and opened. - 

The facilities for both transportation and re- 
duction are now far different from what they 
ere in the old dars. [hen the great rush and 
excitement was for gold, and almost no atten- 
tion was paid to silver, for the reason that the 
silver was found mostly in combination with 
other metals, and the cost of cartage to the 
distant stamp-milis was so great as to exhaust 
the values of most of the ores, wiile the gold 
was free, and could be casily gathered by crush- 
ing or stamp wills, and amalgamation with 
mercury. 
were crude, and much of the mineralized rock 
so refractory as to-defy their processes. Tle 
carbonates of lead and sfiver were not then de- 
tected or known. 

Now the circumstances 
& ARE GREATLY CHANGED. 

The Denver & South Park Railrvad is completed 
nearly to Fair Play, only a few miles distant. 
Excellent mountain roads have been built. 
Reduction-works have been established at Alma, 
reducing the cost of transvortation to a nomi- 
nal sum. Fourteen more have been built at 
Lead ville, one or two at Kokomo, and others 
are contemplated. Moreover, the processes of 
reduction have been greatly simplified and 
cheapened; and ores which twelve months ago 
would not have justified raising from the mine 
are now Very profitable. Last winter the charges 
of the smelters for reducing the carbonate ores 
were about 840 per ton, while now the same is 
done for 812 to $15 per ton, with a prospect of 
Al further reduction in eost. The ores rich in 
alen are so valuable for mixing with ores lean 
-n this mineral, as to induce smelters to give for 
such ores the entire returus in silver. Many 
dumps of mineral, piled up last winter as 
being of too iow grade to pay for hauling and 
‘eduction, have been warketed and made proilit- 
ne. 

On the Mosquito Gulch, some 

VERY LARGE FISSURE-VEINS OF QUARTZ, 
carrying both gold and silver, have been dis- 
covered, and others reopened with very promis- 
ing results. There is a nest of such fissure-vein 
mines on a singular oval-shaped mountain with 
steep sides, just across the Mosquito Pass,— 


called the London, Liverpool, and Paris, — Which 


are immense yeins running very high in gold. 
They were once sold to an English company for 
a round half-million of dollars, and a good por- 
tion of the price was paid; but, owing to the 
tallure of the company, the mines fell back to 
their original owners, Messrs. Ford & Smith.

company are now in progress; and, if complet- 
ed, a full force will be at once put to work upon 
them.

On the top of this mountain is a stratum of 
Lower Silurian limestone, in which are found 
fowil crinvids, with five-pomted star-centres, 
and radial lines to the perimeter, and also those 
with the round-centre.

A little farther to the southeast, and on the 
eastern slope of Mt. Sberidan, a new camp has 
been located, called East Leadville. Judge 
McFerran, of Colorado Springs, is operating 
here quite extensively, and with good success.

This mine was bought this summer, for a small 
sum, by a Mr. Richardson, of New York, and 
has proved a very bonanza. 

At Eagle River, across the Divide, and about 
twenty-five miles from here, a uew camp has 
been started, a cloud of prostectors are at 
work, and a great many valuable mives have 
been located, some of which are already ship- 
ping ore running from 100 to 300 ounces per 
ton, though most of the mineral developed runs 
lower. Tais is a carbonate-deposit; and the 
river bas cut the formations of the mountains 
on either side, so that, fora distance of twelve 
miles, the contacts are clearly diselosed.

the coming of railroad-facilities for the trans- 
portation of machinery and supplies to these 
transmontane districts, and for the shipment of 
ores and bullion, and the establisumeut of 
smelters, to develop the mighty wealth of those 
new regions.

without visibly dimiuishing its resources. The 
Little Chief, owned by J. V. Farwell and others 
of Chicago, is probably the most valuable single 
mine in the camp.

In fact, I cannot hear of a single shaft on Frrer 
Hill which has been sunk deep enough without 
striking the contact. It seems to ve underlaid 
witb vast beds of sind and hard carbonates, and 
the shafts are reaching them daily at varying 
depths. in the opinion of maggy scientists, 
Fryer Hill is one great slide, which has been 
carried down by glacier-action from some nicher 
mountain-side, carrying with it its wealth of 
precious mineral deposits.

The country-rock on this bill seems more solid 
and uudisturbed, and, in some places I visited, 
the order seems reversed,—'he porphyry being 
below the mineral, and the lime above.

But the engineer above understands bis busi- 
ness, and, as we approach the bottom, the speed 
diminishes, and we lind as geutly as a sleeping 
baby laid by its mother in its eradle. Here a 
broad gallery opens before us, lichted at 
intervals by candies; aud, lighting our 
own, we follow our guide through long pas- 
saves, turning here and there into side-levels, 
and inspecting the

We are in a new cave of 
Aladdin, with floors of silver. and its roof 
gicamimg with its metalic crystals. in each 
level we come to cbambers where swarthy

THE KING OF SPAIN. 


Courtship, Betrothal, and Coming Marriage 
—Political Considerations—Good Behavior 
of the Young King. 

Correspondence London Times. 

MADRID, Sept. 1.—Courtship, like other af- 
fairs, must be made subservient to the exigen- 
cies of State. Don Alfonso, King of Spain, has, 
perhaps, been more than commonly fortunate 
in this respect. During a visit, ‘to-day brought 
to a happy conclusion, be has had the oppor- 
tunity of passing five or six days in perfect re- 
tirement and intimate converse with her who is 
shortly to occupy the near and exalted position 
of wife and Queen. Short time evough, per- 
haps, regarded from a social point of view,—five 
days to study and learn and to appreciate the 
character and disposition of one with whom we 
are to live and be oue till death do us part.“ 
Still, though it must be admitted that Koval 
marriages are more often made in Cabinet Coun- 
cils and in diplomatic bureaux than in heaven, 


happily it is not impossible that the ordinances 


of the former may sometimes be smiied upon 
by the presiding genius of more humble love- 
matches. 

That such a happy state of things distinguish- 
es the betrothal of the young King of Spain 
with the gifted daughter of the House of Itaps- 
burg mey be very reasonably and fairly hoped. 
Dreary skeptics may quote precedents of 
Austrian alliances and augur gloomy forebo- 
ings, based upon Spanish superstition, of fatali- 
ties imminent to the Bourbon dynasty, but 
plain truisms must, in these matter-of-fact 
times. always assert themselves, and, so far as 
we can be able to judge of such a matter, the 
mutual feelings of these two very young Roval 
lovers gives no sufficient cause for the prog- 
nostications and insinuations which some per- 
sous think it justifiable to ventilate. Such sug- 
gestions would appear to be as untenabie as 
are the exaggerated political views which are 
taken, not alone by some portion of the Madrid 
press, but by men whose political antecedents 
and reputation render their opinion not without 


weight among a very large class of their feliow- | 


countrymen, and which may not be without 
some effect upon certain political sections of 
other countries. It is a question whether the 
political aspect of the contemplated marriage, 
at least as affecting foreign countries, isan im- 
portant element at all, but there can be little 
doubt that it is but secondary to that relating 
to the domestic prosperity of the country. Ihe 
chief anxiety after all, in order to insure con- 
tinued peace and tranquillity, is to secure the 
direct succession to the reigning house, and it 
may not be too much to say that this is the first 
and most important issue involved,—if, indeed, 
not the only ope worthy of much attention. 
There appear to be many rumors, more or less 
absurd and improbable. freely quoted and dis- 
cussed both by the Spanish and French press, 
as to the results and immediate consequences of 
the coming marriage. That creating most gen- 
eral comment, aud which certainly bears off the 
palm for irrationality, originates, I believe, with 
a French newspaper, and it is to the effect that 
the Spanish Government contemplate propos 
ing terms to Don Carlos to secure his formal 
renunciation of all claim to thethrone. It is 
not difficult to foreteil the fate of the Govern- 
ment who, especially in the present state of 
public feeling on the subject of Carlism, should 
so far forzet its dignity. 

The basis upon which to regard this marriage, 
then, appears to be eutirely a social and 
domestic one and as touching the near interests 
of Spain alone. Kung Alfonso is very )joung, 
but who shail count the experience of nearly 
tive vears’ rule as a King,—tive years, too, by no 
means dreamt away in languid consciousness of 
power, but every day of the half decade passed 
amid the stern cares of State and anxieties of 
Government. King Alfonso ascended the tarone 
of Spain in the very hight and midst of troublous 
times, when the hot biood of the Castilian was 
raging at fever beat: when not two, but half-a- 
dozen diflerent political parties were either 
openly struggling or secretly conspiring for 
supremacy; when all the savage borror of civil 
War, not only in the mother country, but in the 
colonies, was rampant and appeared hopelessly 
endless. He came, too, as the son of a de- 
throned and e¥iled, if not a disgraced, Queen. 
Under these most disadvantageous circum- 
stances did this youthful moaarch, a iad of less 
than 174% years, enter Spain to proclaim him- 
self her King, and to regenerate and save his 
country trom the ruin to which she ap- 
peared fast hastening. Few who witnessed 
it will forget the boy King's triumphant 
entry into the Capital on that bright January 
morning, —triumphaut so far as a givrious 
southern sun, as a dense parti-colored crowd, as 
decorated balconies and streaming bunting, and 
new bonnets, and much waving of white hand- 
kerchiets by fair and noble women, too glad to 
welcome aaything which but au end to the un- 
congenial Republic, could make it so. To this 
extent, the King’s coming was a very triumph; 
but those Who looked beyond the outside glitter 
could hardly fail to be struck with the, cold, 
indifferent acceptance of the situation by the 
people. True, the versonal tributes heard in 
the crowd, the ** Que gab!“ “ Yue mono!” of 
the women, were not wanting: but it would 
have been strange, indeed, and argue badly for 
the benignity of human nature, if such a picture 
could pass unheeded. A handsome boy of 17, 
splendidiy mounted, and dressed in the simple 
but withal invposing unitorm of a Spanish Gen- 
eral, riding bare-headed in advance of a brill- 
ian ly caparisoned staff of the noblest and 
bravest of that once so noble and brave country! 
But it was but a momentary sympathy, and I 
think the minds of those statesmen who brougbt 
him were pot entirely at rest after it Wa» over. 

Under such not too happy auspices did Alfonso 
XII. commence his reign, and life for him has 
not been all coleur de rose since that memorabie 
day. That cares of State beyond the ordinary 
Jot of Kings, and domestic griefs beyond the 
common jot of man, have been his portion, who 
can deny? but he has come bravely and man- 
fully out of these troubles. Two dangerous 
and prolonged wars—-wars most baneful and 
disas‘roue to a countrf—have been overcome; 
Ministerial squabbles and party jealousies for 
the mest part surmounted; and the weil-being 
and prosperity of the country, both industrially 
and financially, if not mateMally improved, at 
least promising, under the favorable influences 
of tranquillity and a settled Government, better 
things in a not very distant future. 

A matrimonial alliance such as that impend- 
ing may fairly be regarded as promising to assist 
to that end; and thus from this poiut of view, 
if from no other, it should be regarded favora- 
bly by all who are interested in the well-being 
and prosperity of the country. 


Russo- American Emigrants, 


It is natural enough that the Government or 
the ruler of a country should desire that its 
most favorable aspect be presented to the worid. 
Hence, a leading St. Petersburg journal, being 
desirous to show that Russia is so attractive to 
the subjects of the Czar as to make them geu- 
erally undesirous of emigrating, deciares that 
in 1876 no Russians emigrated to the United 
States, and that the sum total for the vear 1877 
was only 45. Another journal, entitled the 
Rovskaga Pravda, gives some statistics which 
are not without interest, for they reier to the 
emigration of Russians and Poles to the United 
States from 1820 to 1877. During the first forty 
years, 1820-60, the total number was 3,000. It 
rose to 5,000 during the succeeding decade of 
1860-70. and was 1,800 in 1871, 1.500 in 1872, 
1,000 in 1863, 700 in 1874, 30 in 1875, none in 1876, 
and 45 in 1877. It is very probable that these 
returus are as correct as the Czar’s officials can 
make them. But one fact is to be borue in 
mind, pamely: that vo Russians, even of the 
highest rank, are allowed to leave their country 
without special authorization froth the police, 
and that during the Russo-Turkisn war of 1876 
not even a solitary permission to leave was 
granted. Nevertheless, a great many Russiaus 
and Poles surreptitiously leave Russia every 
year, They are careful, however. on their ar- 
rival on British or American soil not to permit 
their nationality to be known, dreading inter- 
ference and annoyance from the Russian con- 
sular agents; some of whom are overzealous. 
A large number of Russians and Poles manage 
to get smugeied out of their native land by de- 
perture from the North German ports.

GEORGE ELIOT.

The True Story of Her Very Re- 
markable Life A Strange 
Platonic Marriage. 


How She Has Earned a Quarter of a Mill- 
ion of Dollars by Her Pen---Her 
Marvelous Mind. 


Lonpon, Aug. 30.—it seems to be generally 
understood—indeed, those in a position to be 
fully informed state it as a positive fact—that 
Marian C. Evans, better known as George 
Eliot, has published her last book, and has, so 
far as the public is concerned, actually with- 
drawn from literary life. If this be true, it is a 
very important literary event, for sue is in- 
contestabiy the greatest living writer of fiction 
in this, or probably in any, country. She is 
often spoken of as the most gifted of woman 
novelists, which is more than unjust,—it is ab- 
surd,—since there is no woman to compare with 
her, and since genius has never been and never 
should be considered sexually. She is a master, 
and a mighty one. Her novels are totally un- 
like novels generally in spirit, aim, character, 
and scope. To meutlon them in convection 
with the fictions of Mary Braddon, Mis. Henry 
Wood, ‘‘Ouida,” Mrs. Beecher Stowe, Mrs. 
Rebecca Harding) Davis, or any other En- 
giish or American feminine author, is little 
less than grotesque. ‘They have no 
kindred with the high-colored, morbidly-senti- 
mental, feverish stories of De Stael and George 
Sand, two of the most eminent women of liter- 
ary France. In no sense are they romances. 
‘hey are sigpally philosophic; they are studies 
of and from lite,—extracts, as it were,

revelations of mind to mind. ‘They are in the 
same ven as Balzat and Thackeray, and yet véry 
different; they are in some sense unique, and 
seem destined to long-continued fame. If 
George Eliot’s novels do not live. what wiil live 
in literature! They are condensations of 
thoucht, pictures of the real, and models ot 
nervous eépigrammatic expression. George 
Eliot's just-published work, Life and Opin- 
ions of Theophrastus Such,“ a series of analytic 
essays, has not been written, as many think, 
since she produced “Daniel Deronda.” The 
essays have been done through a series of years 
in the intervals of more protracted—if not more 
serious—labor, when she had leisure and was in 
the mood to do them. ‘They are subtile 
and sagacious, as all her bertormances 
are, and clearly indicate the  author- 
ship of ** Adam Bede,“ * Mill on the Floss,“ and 
Felix Holt.“ She has detinitely announced it, 
I understand, as her final publication, so that 
her extraordinary literarv career may be said to 
be closed, mak ing this a fit time to review ber 
professional and private liie, ove of the most 
extraordinary lives, on the whole, of any writer 
of the present time. Notwithstanding her very 
wide fame, hardly anything bas been Known of 
her personally, so that anv and ali details of the 
woman have a double interest. It is singular 
that che every-day existence of the greatest and 
most renowned of Eugiish novelists should be 
as hidden from the mass of her readers at home 
as though she were a dweller in the heart of 
Alrica. in no biovraphical record. with which I 
am acquainted can any details of her antecedents 
be found. She seems from the beginning to 
have shrunk from publicity. even to the extent 
of concealing her proper name.. George Eliot 
und what she has written is her entire history, 
and I have been told that she once said toa 
friend that, when she was buried, she wished 
only her pen-vameé to be placed on a single slab.

was born in a town in. Warwickshire, in many 
respects the most interesting county in Great 
Britain, for it contains Stratford, Warwick Cas- 
tle, G@uy’s Clif, Kenilworth, the quaint old 
tower of Coventry, and maby other historic 
places and monuments. She is the daugbter of 
a country curate who, having nothing but his 
small salary and a number of children, bad not 
the means to give her such an education as her 
precocious mind anda conspicuous talents de- 
served. While he was debating what means to 
adopt to secure the desired end, a brother cler- 
evman, a friend of bis, possessed of a handsome 
independence, became interested in ber, and 
asked the privilege to take charge of the train- 
ing of her intellect. The privilege was granted, 
and, that the purpose might be more convevient- 
Iv and thoroughiy carried out, she was virtually 
adopted vy her clerical friend and went to re- 
side under his roof. There she had the best 
teachers procurable, and, as she was tortured 
by an insatiable thrst for knowledge, she im- 
proved astonishingly, and at 18 had acquired an 
extent and variety of culture such as few ver- 
sons of either sex Attain at that age. ‘Lhe more 
she knew the more she wanted to know, and 
she amazed her masters by ;

She got bevond them ere long, and at 22 re- 
solved to come to London, baving demonstrated 
her remarkable capacity to write to everybody 
acquainted with her. They all agreed that lit- 
erature was her vocation, and that it would be a 
sin against Nature to prevent her from follow- 
ing it. She wished, moreover, generous as her 
benefactor was, to be independent, and she was 
coufident that this great capital would ulti- 
mately insure her the independence which she 
craved. She was near her 25d vear when she 
devided to make London ber home, and it bus 
Marian 
Kvaus came here with a iew letters of introduc- 
tion, and began at once to write for the period- 
icals, not the merely popular but the intellectual 
sort, like Fraser, I ackwood, and the leading 
reviews. Instead of verses, stories, and sketch- 
es, to which the femivive mind is addicted, she 
produced 
THOUGHTFUL, SOLID PAPERS, 

demanding crudition and research, such as are 
usually called of a masculine order. After @ 
while she became a regular contributor to the 
Ad nburqg and Westminster, few persons save 
the editor suspecting that the contributions 
came from a woman. As she had no general 
reputation, her earnings were small, but suili- 
cient to defray het expenses in the economical 
way she lived. She did her best work for 
the Westminster, because she Was more in sym- 
athy with its spirit, from the outset thorough- 
” independent and liberal. and because her wel- 
come there had been cordial and generous. 80 
sincerely was she appreciated that, Guring the 
temporary absence of the editor, she acted in his 
stead, and discharged the arduous duties of the 
position excellently. She was barely 27 at that 
time, and that a woman could be capable of edit- 
ing the Westminstér, at such an age, proves of 
what a high order of mind she must have been 
possessed. Her first sustained work Was a trans- 
lation of Strauss’ Leben Jesu” (Life of 
Christ), which appeared in 1546, succeeded soon 
after by a translation of Feuerbach’s Essence 
of Christianity.”’ Her English version denoted 
conclusively her accurate knowledge of German 
and her power over her own tongue. 

She continued to furnish articles to the best 
order of magazines and reviews for a number 
of years, rarely, if ever, venturing upon fiction. 
Her papers were thenof so philosophic a stamp 
that nobody would bave expected that she would 
have developed o a novelist. She was 37 
when she published, under the signature of 
„George Eliot,“ a series of stories in B ackwood 
bearing the title of ** Scenes of Clerical Life.“ 
Thev were marked by a fresh, racy, vigorous 
style, and speedily drew attention, for they pro- 
claimed the advent of 

A NEW NOVELIST OF SIGNAL ABILITY. 
The signature was generally understood to be 
a pseudouvm, amt great curiosity was felt to 
learn whom it conceaied. Was it a manor 
woman! Most persons decided that it wasa 
man; that uo woman bad such grasp or 
strength; that the diction was unyuestionably 
masculine. The year followivg the admiration 
for George Eliot greatly increased by 
the appearance, in bumbers, of . Adam 
Bede.“ which gained vast success in the 
magazine, and had an immense sale when put 
between covers. The stury placed her among 
the first novelists of the day, and rendered 
George Eliot a familar name throughout the 
United Kingdom, and introduced her, I beheve, 
to your side of the water. ‘The work was in due 
time translated into French and German, and 
has since been done into Spanish, Italias, Dutch, 
Russian, and other modern tongues. It brought 
her the acquaintance of a number of literary 
men (she had glways been shy and had sedu- 
lously avoided society), among them Herbert 
Spencer, George Henry Lewes, Dickens, Adol- 
phus Trollope, Thackeray, Matthew Arooid, 
Wiikie Collins, Leslie Stephen, and Charles 
Reade. Spencer and Lewes were particularly 
iuterested in her, and a close intellectual friend- 
ship sprang up between them. Spencer inform- 
ally instructed her in his system of philoso- 
phy, and Lewes aided largely to her stock of 
culture by his own aiversified attainments, 
Spencer, albeit a philosophic bachelor,

it is said; but she declined his proposal. Lewes 
was strongly drawn to her through intellectual 
sympathy, far more so than be bad ever been 
or believed he ever coul be to any human be- 
ing.

There 
was a Mrs. Lewes already, and, what was worse, 
although she and Lewis did not live together, 
she could not be legaliv set aside. Why! He 
bad married years before.a woman who had very 
little in common with bim, and, as he learned 
too late, with whom be had still less. He, be- 
ing of stoic mold, bore the misfortune uncom- 
plainingly, trying to soften the unavoidable dis- 
harmony as much as he could. He rebelled vio- 
leutly against her indiscreet acceptance. Unable 
to be fond of him, she was so much repelled 
that she drove him by her expression of repug- 
nance well-nigh distracted; for he, like most 
men of artistic temperament, was extreme!

After two or three vears of discord, she met 
another man who was very attentive to ber; she 
was then handsome and had an attractive figure, 
and she was so moved by his attentions that

Lewes was greatly relieved. If he had been 
orthodox he would have thanked the Lord for 
his deliverance. As he was a rationalist, he re- 
garded his wife’s elopement as a happy coinct- 
dence. Mrs. Lewes’ lover presently grew tired 
of her and abandonea her. Then she repented 
and sought her husband with pathetic contri- 
tion and plenteous tears. He was geverous, 
chivalrous, tender-hearted: be had no love for 
her, but, tearing that she migut goto moral per- 
dition, he nobly and in the face of publie preju- 
dice, and what he knew would bea jeering 
worid, took her back; replaced her io his home. 
He believed that he bad done bis duty; be was 
truly one man io ten thousand. He 
had sacrificed himself for what seemed 
to be her good.

George Eliot’s writings have been very prof- 
itable. Their vatue in the market bas rapidly 
increased. For Scenes of Clerical Life“ she 
received but £300 ($1,500): for Adam Bede“ she 
got, all told, 43.000 (315,000): but something 
less, I fear, for “Millon the Floss.“ ‘*Komo- 
la, perhaps her most artistic and one of the 
most interesting of her novels, to cultured peo- 
pie, has never been fully appreciated. its earn- 
ings have to date, lam told, not been. much 
over £2,000, Sue has cleared trom * Middile- 
march,“ issued by the Biackwoods, in eight di- 
Vv sions, the enormous sum of £8,000; and for 
‘‘Daniel Deronda’’ about the same. Silas 
Meriuer,” one of her strongest stories. was not 
very profitable; while“ Felix Holt,“ pot at all 
equal to it. gave her six times as much mouey, 
Her poetry—she bas issued six volumes—has 
not been liked, nor does it deserve to be liked 
in aby measure with her novels. Still, she pre- 
fers her poetry, and would rather be ranked as 
a poet than a fictionist. Her entire earnings 
bave been about $250,000, and she could make a 
contract any day for a new story for which she 
would be guaranteed $40,000. 

HER MONEY-MAKING POWER 
is not excelled by that of any writer in Great 
Britain. , 

In her case genius has been rewarded. George 
Eliot is one of the most learned authors of her 
time. The amount of her acquirement is won- 
deriul. Sue is mistress of French, German, 
Italian, Spanish, Dutch, has a tolerable ac- 
quaintance with Romaic aud Russian, is up in 
all the sciences, is a critical Latin and Greek 
scholar, an admirable historian, an archeologist, 
understands music, painting, and statuary, and 
is a brilliant conversationalist. Beauty she has 
not, and nothing like it. Some persons count 
her very plain, even homely; others hold that 
she has a very interesting face. To me she is 
in no wise remarkable in appearance; she does 
not look a bit like a genius,—veniuses seldom 
do. She has gray eves, rather large features, 
abundant hair streaked with white, a medium 
figure, neither stout nor Slender, and a pleas- 
ant, well-modulated voice. She has been ex- 
tremely industrious in her profession. She 
composes rapidly often, but corrects with great 
care, and frequently injures ber health, not 
robust by any means, dy her excessive avplica- 
tion. She is a pronounced rationalist in belief; 
in most respects a wonderful woman, and sure- 
ly a prodigious intellect.

WATER-SUPPLY-=-PARIS AND CHICAGO. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Ciao, Sept. 12.—In your report of the 
discussion on the water-supply by the Mayor 
and Council, considerable stress is laid on the 
importance of allowing the very considerable 
waste on the supposition thatit is beneficial in 
a sanitary point of view, and Paris was referred 
to as an example of the very lavish manner in 
which they wash their strects and flush their 
sewers. 

I lived in Paris three and a half years, assist- 
ing to economize the supply of water by means 
of meters, but the Prussian war put a stop to 
that. However, my experience there makes me 
perfectly acquainted with the various methods 
of selling the water, and 1 assure the people 
that the most rigid rules and every possible 
device were resorted to in order to enforce the 


greatest economy on all private consumers. 
lmay give two samples. The engineering 
firm with whom I was connected in the Fau- 
bourg St. Denis had a eisteru on the top of the 
building, into which a very small stream was al- 
lowed to run, and in testing half a dozen meters 
the cistern would be emptied. although the 
small stream was running continually, and it 
would require five or six hours to fill up again. 
This was. verw inconvenient, but for the time we 
had to make the best of it. At the botel where» 
l lived, in Place Rauoaix, a mau came every 
morning and filled a cistern, about 200 gallons, 
and no more coujd be gotten that day; there- 
fore it was economized, because they vaid so 
much for the cistern full, and in the first in- 
stance so much per month was paid for a given 
size of bole. I never saw this hole, but 
was informed it was in a copper plate 
and locked up, to prevent it being 
tampered with. Of course, this system 
rendered a cistern a necessitv to avoid waiting 
so long while the small stream would fii! a pail. 
The whole system was most rigid, irksome, and 
inconvenient. The meter system of distribu- 
tion would be a paradise of liberty to the Paris 
svstem of enforced economy and police super- 
vision. Yet it was this very forced economy, I 
may say, on millions of consumers,—for there 
were Dearly 38,000,000 of inhabitants at that 
time,—I repeat, it was the forced economy on 
individual consumers that enabled the city au- 
thorities to be so very lavish in public fount- 
ains, Washing their streets and the 
sewers fora sanitary effect. as the Mayor stat- 
ed. A good rivulet would seen running 


— — 


was going on, and men a 
sweeping the refuse off streeta into the 
streams, and urging it ward o the 
orifices leading to the sewefs ‘Thus the 
flusting was properly done, ate effective 
lor savitary purposes. Now there was wisdom 
in this system, because, with all this @&pyerent 
extravagance, Paris did not at that time ase 
more than thirty gallons per head of populatio. 
daily, and they, like Chicago, bad to pump all 
the supply. Paris at that time desired a meter, 
and but for the Prussian war the system would 
have been adopted if a reliable machine had been 
obtained. 

I cannot agree with those gentlemen whocon- 
sider the waste as it occurs in Chicago as of any 
benefit in a sanitary point of view. The sources 
of waste aresmail and very numerous, and these 
mali streams have no power to disturb the 
solid refuse in the sewers, and it appears to me 
these driblets only agitate the puddle and facili- 
tate the escape of noxious gases, instead of con- 
tributing to the general health; and, in order to 
strengthen the argument, and show how easily 
the 80,000,000 of waste can pass off without 
doing any good; and the most probable 
way in which it is wasted, made 
a little experiment with a hole exactly one- 
thirtieth of an inch in diameter, and found 
under thirty pounds pressure per square inch it 
would deitver twenty gallons per hour. The 
hole is only the size of a moderately fine needle,

and the stream so fine that most Chicago people + or those 


would scarcely think it a very bad leak, but 
when these people are told that 50,000 such 
leaks will run off 24,000,000 gallons in twenty- 
four hours it amounts to a leak big enough to 
astonish people, aud thisis the way the water 
goes, without doubt. I then made the faucet 
drop moderately fast, like many leaky taps seen 
bv everybody, and 1 found it fliled a pint meas- 
ure in ten minutes. Ibis is six pints per hour, 
or eighteen gallons per day for each such tap. 
Fifty thousand such taps run off 900,000 gallons 
per day, worth at 10 cents per thousand $32,850 
per year, ‘ 

It is not possible in such considerations to 
arrive at avy close approximation to truth. 
These remarks and suggestions are only intend- 
ed to direct public attention to these innumer- 
able small sources of constant waste: and I am 
quite sure the great bulk of the 30,000,000 of 
gallons wasted per day escapes in this way, and 
for this reason, I contend, waste so distributed 
bas no sanitary effect whatever; on the con- 
trary, these driblets simply agitate the surface 
puddle in the sewers, and facilitate the escape 
‘of noxious gases. I also think that those ver- 
sous who think it a blessing to be able to waste 
water, with the idea of saving doctor’s bills, 
should be immediately forced to get their sup- 
ply by meter, in order to play fair by paymg for 
the blessings supposed to be derived from al- 
lowing constant streams to flow down water- 
closets or from the garden-liose. 

If Chicago would enforce, by meters or any 
other way, as strict an economy as at Paris, then 
they cap have public fountains, and flush their 
sewers, and have plenty of water for all manver 
of sanitary purposes, because in Paris, with all 
the extravagant flushings and public fountains, 
the supply was something under thirty callous 
per day for each man, woman, and child in the 
city.

The Great Spanish Republican Orater— 
Floquent Appeal in the Spanish Cortes in 
Behalf of Greece, 

The Madrid correspondent of the London 
News, Aug. 30, writes: 

Senor Castelar’s speech in the Cortes 
[Spanish Parliament] before its adjournment is 
considered by the Madrid press of every shade 
of opinion ove of the most eloquent, and cer- 
tainly the most effective, oratorical effort of the 
Republican leader since the restoration took 
place in his country. The first part of this 
splendid speech was directed agaiust the foreign 
policy of the Cabinets which baye managed 
State affairs since 1874. Senor Castelar is the 
resolute opponent of the prudent policy which 
the Governments of Spain nave observed for 
nearly a century, owing to their being surround- 
ed by interior disturbances and civil war. He 
drew from many recent instances arguments 
against the inactivity of the Foreign 
Office, which allows the Colonial and 
European interests of Spain to fall into such 
neglect that Dominican rioters dared to tear 
away from the deck of a Spanish steamer several 
refugees, who were barbarously murdered on 
the pier of Puerto Plata under the eyes ofa 
Spanish Consul. In the course of this spéech 
Senor Castelar came to a favorite topic of his, 
the future of Greece and the Eastern question: 

“I dislike, gentlemen, the international pol- 
icy which ignores the aflinity of race, the tradi- 
tions of history, the bounds of consanguinity 
whose powers unite certain Nations. Do you 
feel no pain when France and Italy are doing as 
much as they can for our holy mother, for 


Greece, whilst we hardly waste a thought on : 


that wonderful nation to which we as men owe 
what mosc honors the human race,—science 
and art; as Spaniards, what most adorus our 
soil, the splendid pbalanx of our Mediter- 
ranean cities. France, even after her dis- 
asters, which warned her in favor of 
neutrality, bas declared herself the pro- 
tectress of Greece, endeavoring to recover 
Janina for her. Italy even, despite certain 
ambitious dreams, inspired by the routhful in- 
experiences which is the consequence of ber 
freedom and regeneration, tries to extend 
Grecian influence over Thessaly. And we, a 
Western race more than any. can it be indif- 
ferent to us tha the eastern shores of the 
Mediterranean become the prey of a race so 
utterly unlike our own as the Sclavonic, or bad 
we not sooner see it in the hands of a race that 
has common biood and a common histors like 
the Greeks! Itis now two years since I bad the 
honor of declaring bere to the former Cabinet 
that, sooner or later, all Western Europe would 
feel interested in the fate of Greece. My prog- 
nostic has been realized. Ailow me to con- 
gratulate the illustrious Presidents of the 
Council in Frarce and in Italy, and the leader of 
the Liberal Opposition in England, for their 
generous efforts. Pardon meif I blame your 
criminal indifference, and remind you 
that there exist natural and eternal connec- 
tions between Greece and Spain, who, standing 
at the two southern extremities of Europe, ful- 
fill similar missions. Greece revealed and dis- 
covered Europe as Spain did America. Greece 
obeyed a call that drew her to the western 
shores of the Mediterranean, just as Spain 
obeyed another call that sammoned her to the 
western shores of the Atlantic. Greece brought 
Classical civilization to the western shores of 
the Mediterranean, Spain carried to the New 
World in the Far West the civilization of Chris- 
tiamty. Greece taught the primitive ideas of 
Asia by her ancient history and the transform- 
ing them into Attie form. Spain introduced the 
modern ideas sprung from Asia, through the 
channel of modern bistory,and altered the Anda- 
Justan soil; Greece, through centuries of struggle 
until she ieli vanquished at last, prevented the 
Mohammedan during the Middle Ages from seiz- 
ing the whole of Eastern Europe; and Spain, in 
another struggle of several centuries, until she 
conquered, arrested the Mohammedan conquest 
of the West. We owe Greece our primitive 
culture, and Greece is our debtor for the battle 
ot Lepanto, that secular predecessor of Navar- 
ino. Greece and Spain are equally necessary in 
this world, because in the midst of this modern 
life, somewhat crippled by utilitarian and ego- 
tistical tendencies, they represent by the sbleu- 
dor of their respective claims, by the aotitude 
of their race, lofty feels in human life, bero- 
ism in war, the ideal and poetic in art, qualities 
indeed that made their grandeur in the past, 
and that will yet make them grand in the 
future. Never on earth will the power of genius 
be lost, nor in buman annals will perish the 
power of immortality and glory. Can you not 
understand the influence we might gain in the 
world by the resurrection of Greve? It is cer- 
tain that the war in the East, adjourned 
by the interier disturbances ot Rus- 
sia, and by the preponderance of 
England, is not finished, because no question 
was really solved, and it is not solved because 
the Roumans will never be resigned to the re- 
cent loss of Bessarabia, and to the ancient loss 
of Transylvania; because the Bulgars will not 
renounce Dobrudsha or Eastern Roumelia; be- 
cause Serbs and Montenegrins will ever fight to 
extend their respective territories; because 
Bclavs, now silenced, to-morrow will be in arms, 
either in Bosuia or in Croatia, against Austrian 
rule; because the unruly Albanian will not lay 
down his 1ifle or the dagger at his beit; because 
the heroic and mtelligent sons of Greece will 
not renounce their bopes on Epirus, Macedonia, 
Thessaly, anxious to inclose iu these their na- 
tional boundaries, the mouotains of their shep- 
herds, of their warriors, and their mythology: 
because Russian Panslavism will ever hear ring- 
ing iu its ears the epic poem which murmurs 
the prophecy of an Emptre greater than Con- 
stantine, of a Capital unrrvaled in Constantino- 
ple, and of a three-armed cross rising upon 
St. Sophia; because the Turk petrified will 
fall to pieces like a fossil under the action of air
